Miss Jane Addams and Mrs. Ballington 
Booth made an appeal before men last night 
for aid in reclaiming criminals and in res-

The appeal was directed to the members 
of the Merchants’ club at a dinner of that 
organization. It was the first time women 
ever have addressed that club. Miss Ad- 
dams spoke in behalf of the embryonic crim- 
inal and Mrs. Booth for the full-grown one 
—the convict. 

Having shown the causes of youthful crime 
ee Addams suggested three simple rem- 

es: 

One.Wwas to forbid the selling of junk by 
children. 

Another was to establish an age limit and 
make educational qualifications for news- 
boys. 
The third. was to provide recreation 
for men and boys who have been under the 
high pressure of factory work all day... 


_ Surprise in Club’s Work: 

As indirectly bearing on the suggestions 
Miss Addams made for the betterment of the 
classes most readily led to a criminal life, 
President Bissell of the club announced that 
in the forthcoming educational report of the 
club the work begun by it at the John Spry 
Sehool, Twenty-fifth street and Southwest 
boulevard, would be reviewed.

is a cennection between criminality and for- 
eigners. I have to admit that the Ttelian col- 
ontes near Hull House Wave furnished their 
full quota to the State institutions, but I do 
not admit it is because of anything they in- 
herit. 

“Within eighteen days from the time an 
Italian family leaves Naples it may find 
itself established in a tenement house in Chi- 
cago, trying to learn a strange tongue and 
trying to get used to strange associations. 
Here comes out the curious dependency of 
the old upon the young. The children‘ catch 
on’ rapidly. They learn English rapidly. 
They are able to get work much more easily 
than the parents. 

“The boy gets the idea that he is respon- 
sible for the support of the family. He goes 
out to sell papers, to pick up junk, or to get 
whatever work he can. When he wennye 
home money he is praised. 

** Now, to such boys thereisa temptation 
| to get what is needed at home—if they can’t 
get it honestly, to get it by stealing junk 
from one wagon and selling it to another, or 
breaking into .an empty house and cutting 
out the plumbing. 

Honest Heart, Yet a Thief. 

“It may be an honest desire to help his 
family that lead® the boy into trouble. It is 
not right that a boy of 9 or 10 years should 
feel responsible for the feeding of a family. 
The best thing the boy has in him is what has 
led to his undoing. 

** Added to this is the cupidity of parents. 
A father finds his children can earn money 
even more readily than he can, and he learns 
to rely upon them. It is a creed—a code— 
among the Italians. 


“Then take quite another set of motives | 


which leads boys into wrongdoing. There is 
the spirit of adventure. Boys with this 
spirit are found down-town selling papers. 

‘‘ Some age limit should be established for 
these boys. It is not right for boys of 
6 and 7 years to be ‘ flipping’ on and off 
street cars, day and night, amid all the de- 
moralizing influences of down-town Chicago. 
They see intimately and at first hand all 
the things from which other children are 
carefully guarded. 
bea Evil in Junk Selling. 

“Then we should forbid the selling of 
junk by minors. I know of one man near 


‘our neighborhood who has lost $3,000 worth 


of junk in this petty stealing, the boys who 

took it being influenced by desire to feed their 
ts. . 

“The -spirit of adventure takes still an- 


other form. The boy wants to do something 


just to do it without being caught. He 
drives away a horse. not because he wanted 
to steal the horse but simply to ‘ feel the 
horse pull,’ as one little boy told me. 

“ Then, too, we seem to have failed entirely 
in organizing sympathetic ways of recrea- 
tion. There should be something to make 
up for the dull pressure of factory life.” 

Mrs. Booth Tells of Work. 

Mrs. Booth described the manner in which 

her work among the men in States’ prisons 


was begun and. she told numerous incidents | 


of the way in which it has been received by 
the men. 3 

** We have 84,000 convicts in this country,” 
she said. “Some day they will have their 
freedom, and what of that day? These men 
have been told the story ef the prodigal son. 
They are tired of it. They are told that they 
have got down to the swine and are eating 
the husks and how do they like it? I some- 
times wish,I could speak from ali the pulpits 
in thie country, and I should preach from the 
parable of the prodigal son, but it would be of 
the aider brother. 

“ Many of them bélieve when they get in 
prison. that” when they get out they wilt 
lead- honest lives. Probably the majority of 
them want te. They can’t. Frequently when 
they are released they are dogged and rail- 
beck into fo again.”

ART JORIBS UNDER FIRE 


LOCAL PAINTERS CHARGE FA- 
| VORITISM AND CLIQUE RULE. 


‘Proposition of Clab Women to Buy 


$600 Picture Annually Brings Tor- 
rent of Criticism Against Art In- 
stitute, Whose Committees Are Ac- 
eused of Discriminating Against 
All but a Favered Few Chicago Men 
—Frank L. Van Ness Leads Attack. 


Art Institute juries were accused of un- 
fairness and persona! partialities in judging 
pictures and the Purchasing committee was 
charged with unjust discrimination against 
Chicago artists at a meeting of the artists of 
the city yesterday in the rooms of the Chi- 
cago Woman's club. An artists’ trust to 
maintain catalogue prices was formed. The 
Art Institute and its management were 
scored repeatedly and it was proposed that 
the Municipal Art league form an indepen- 
dent gallery. 

Mrs. Herman J. Hall, chairman of the 
Exhibition committee of the Municipal Art 
league, called the local artists together be- 
cause she knew they had grievances to air. 
When the grievances began to pour forth 
and the artists attacked the Art Institute 
and one another she succeeded in adjourn- 
ing the meeting with difficulty. 


Attack Art Institute Juries. 

Such prominent artists as Ralph Clark- 
son, Oliver Dennett Grover, and George E. 
Colby took part in the attack on the Art 
Institute. They said they trusted he Mu- 
nicipal Art league, and wanted"it to manage 
its own affairs. They objected to the al- 
leged discrimination against Chicago artists. 

Frank L. Van Ness and Mr. Colby went 
further. Mr. Van Ness says there was a ring 
which controlled the juries of local exhibi- 
To prove this, he said, a portrait 
painted by himself was submitted by the 
owners. and rejected by the jury because he 
is notin the ring. Mr. Van Ness’ talk creat- 
ed a great sensation, especially as he was 
facing some of the men who had served on 
the jury. 

Van Ness Propounds Questions. 

“I want to ask,” said Mr. Van Ness, 
“what show the Chicago artist has when 
a jury will refuse to hang a picture because 
the artist is not on the inside? Two years 
ago I painted a portrait of William H. Hintz 
and soli it to the Century club of Elgin. It 
was passed upon by some good art critics 
and the club was extremely pleased with it. 

‘** Major George: D. Sherman, secretary of 
the club, while taking dinner with me one 
day at Kinsley’s, asked me why my work 
did not appear at the Art Institute. I told 
him I had not submitted a picture because 
I knew it would be refused. He said the 
members of the jury could not refuse the 
Hintz portrait. I said they would. He sent 
the picture to them in my name and it was 
turned down. I have no grievance, for I 
never have been guilty of submitting a pic- 
ture. The jury. proved what I had said.” 

d4mswers to the 

This challenge brought Ralph Clarkson to 
his feet. He protested against any such crit- 
icism of the juries. He said he had served 
on them himself, and while they probably had 
made mistakes it had been their aim to be 
fair and they often had been too lenient 
William Pattisen algo defended the work of 


One artist came to me with a catalogue 
showing how lites pictures had been accépted 
in London, Pittsburg, and half a dozen other 
} places,:’ said Mr. Pattison. “I told him it 
made no difference, the jury looked atall the 
pictures and rejected the ones it did not like.”’ 

‘‘ BGt what would you say to this?’ asked 
Mr. Colby. ‘‘I know of pictures that have 
been accepted by the jury without ever hav- 
ing been looked at. I know that to be a fact." 

Mrs. Hall, who presided at the meeting, 
adjourned the session at this point. Several 
times she tried to turn the discussion to other 
business, and when Mr. Van Ness threw his 
bomb she asked Mrs. Albert Holmes to 
make an announcement. Some of the artists 
tried t6 assist in the peacemaking by call- 
ing repeatedly for “‘ the question.” 

The question was an important one which 
came before the meeting in a resolution 
read by Mrd. John C. Hessler, President of 
the Afché club. She proposed that the clubs 
of Chicago contribute a sum of $600 a year 
to bé used in the purchase of the best picture 
painted by a Chicago artist and exhibited at 
the annual salon. The pictures thus pur- 
chased were to be given to the Art Institute 
to form a permanent collection, and were 
to be selected in co¥peration with the pur- 
chasing cemmittee of the Art Institute, 

Favor Municipal Art 

Mr. Clarkson and Mr. Grover, who de- 
fended the Art Institute juries, showed that 
they were at outs with the Art Institute in 
many respects. They objected to giving the 
pictures to the Art Institute, as well as to 
letting its officers have a say in the pur- 
chasing. Mr. Clarkson moved a resolution 
expressing the hearty codperation and sym- 
pathy of the artists with the plan of pur- 
chasing a picture each year and establishing 
a Chicago gallery, but providing that the dis- 
posal of the pictures remain with the Munici- 


pal Art league. 


* We have’ more confidence in the Munici- 
pal Art league at present,” added Mr. 
Grover. 

In this connection Mr. Van Ness said he 
knew of @ man who has gtven liberally to 
the Art Institute who would contribute 
$40,000 toward a rival gallery should one be 
established by the Municipal Art league. 

“Is $6000 enough to stimulate a production 
of the best works?’ asked Mra. Hessler. 

“There are Chicago artists who have ac- 
cepted less for their best work,’ said Mr. 
Albright. 

Result. of Old Feeling, 
‘The outbreak of yesterday is said to have 
been near the surface for some time. At 
the recent exhibition of Chicago artists vey 
pictures were selected from 629 offered. Six- 
teen artists had 136 pictures hung, while the 
other eight-six artists were represented by 
138 pictures. William Wendt, who was a 
member of the jury, had nineteen pictures 
hung, the largest number given to one artist 

In spite of other differences, the artists en. 
tered into a combination during the early 
part of the meeting to keep up prices. It 
amounted practically to a ee of the 
Municipal Art league.

MINERS PLAN TO 
STARVE CHINESE | 


Colorado Labor Unions Evoke 
a Protest from Minister 
‘Wu to Secretary 
John Hay. 


DENIED FOOD OR DRINK. 


Merchants of Ouray County Not 
Permitted to Sell Any- 
thing to the 
Orientals. 


KEEPING WITHIN THE LAW, 


Denver, Colo., March 8.—[{Special.}]—The 
Miners’ union of Ouray County has declared 
war on Chinese labor, and the Chinese 


| Minister at Washington has made formal 


complaint to the State department. Secre- 
tary Hay, in turn/ has asked Governor 
Orman for information, arid he has promised 
to investigate. 

It is difficult to see, however, how an appeal 
to federal laws can be successful, for the 
miners carefully refrain from acts of vio- 
lence. Not a hand is lifted against the 
Chinaman. He may walk the streets or keep 
to his hovel without fear of molestation. 

But Ouray County people have been for- 
bidden to sell the Chinese any article of food 
or drink. Rajlroads are not permitted to 
transport them into pe county. No one is 
allowed to employ a\Chinaman, to rent @ 
house to him, to sell him anything, or to give 
him even so much as a drink of water. White 
men who ignore or defy. the boycott on the 
Chinese are themselves boycotted. 


Chinese Appeal to Law. 

_ In fact, the order has gone forth from every 
camp in the San. Juan country that the Chi- 
nese must go quickly. The Six Companies 
of San Francisco took up the challenge and 
‘referred the matter to Minister Wuat Wash- 
ington. As a result Governor Orman yester- 
day received the following telegram from 
Secretary of State Hay: 

‘‘The Chinese Minister advises me of re- 
ported attempts by miners’ union at Ouray, 
Ouray County Colo., to drive Chinese out of 
town. Miners’ union allegeg to have declared 
boycott against Chinése who are said:to be 
peaceable residents. 

“If the facts are as understood and repre- 
sented by the Chinese Minister the depart-. 
ment would be pleased if you would timely 
take such meagures as you may find appro- 
priate to prevent violetice and to assure the 
Chinese proteetion and unrestricted 
ment of treaty rights and privil 

.“ Joum Hay, Secr | 

The Governor replied aa follows: . 

“Joba Hay, etary of State, Washing- 
ten—Youar m e of Marth 7 r 
shall take up the matter mentioned ih 
telegram with the county and town authori- 
ties at Ouray immediately and ascertain 
what can be done.

Why the Crusade Began. | 

‘It: has been an unwritten law of the entire 
Western mining country that an. Asiatic’ 
cannot survive the high altitude, and there 
have been numerous cases where the experi- 
mental Mongolian has died suddenly from 
shortness of breath, with a verdict of death 
from causes unknown recorded by the 
Coroner. 

Within the last three months there has 
been a growing feeling that the laxity re- 
garding the enforcement of this decree 
should be corrected. 

The miners realize that there were too 
many Asiatics creeping into the gulches: 
around every town in the district. They had 
been allowed to remain on suffrance. 

Steps were therefore taken by the West- 
ern Federation of Miners and the Western 
Labor union to drive the Chinese out of 
Silverton, Ouray, Durango, Telluride, and 
even Leadville. A general boycott was de- 
clared. 

The merchants of Telluride, Ouray, and 
Silverton at first decided to resist the boy- 
cott. They ignored the requests of the la- 
bor unions by continuing to sell goods to 
the Chinese. The labor unions promptly 
boycotted the merchants. Then the labor 
unions threatened to boycott the politicians 
who refused to join in the crusade. i 

Boycott Made Effective. : 

The result was satisfying to the labor 
unions. The politicians surrendered with- 
out a contest and the merchants reluctantly. 
In two months the boycott against the Chi- 
nese in the towns named became effective. 

Backed by the Six Companies of San 
Francisco, to which the local Chinese paid 
tribute, the Celestiale have decided to make 
a last stand for existence in the mining 
camps of the West and to appeal to federal 
laws for protection, This makes the contest 
one to decide the relative strength of the 
two organizations. Wither the Western La- 
bor union or the Six Companies must sur- 
render. 

The miners have departed from their usual 
custom of peremptorily ordering the objec- 
tlonable c ters to vacate, They have 
merely ordered a boycott that prevents the 
Chinese from getting as much as a drink of 
water in the entire mountain country. 

Governor Orman has been approached by 
representatives of the Chinese, but his in- 
variable reply has been that the subject is 
one for the-Sheriff of Ouray County. Under 
the laws his hands are tied, and he cannot 
furnish troops until he receives a requisition 
from the Sheriff. Vincent St. John is the 
Sheriff. He is also President of the Miners’ 
union, and under these circumstances it is 
not likely that he will cause trouble for the 
Governor by calling for troops.

JURIST FINDS IT MORE LUCRA- 
, TIVE TO RETURN TO LAW. 


Resignation of His Place in Appeliaté_ 
Court Is Forwarded te Governor 
Yates—Will Become a Partner with 
James F. Meagher and Edward 5&5. 
Whitney on April 1—Vacancy Will 
Be Filled by Selection Made by the 
Chief Justice of the State. 


Nathaniel C. Sears, who has been Judgein 


the Appellate Court for five years, wrote to. 
Governor Yates resigning his position on 
the bench yesterday afternoon. He will take 
up a partnership in the law firm of Meagher. | 
& Whitney on April 1. The new namie of the 
firm will be Sears, Meagher & Whitney. and 
it will consist of Judge Sears, James F, 
Meagher, and Edward 8S. Whitney. 

Judge Sears will devote the remainder of 
this month to finishing the work of the 
Appellate Court he has in hand, and will 
step from the bench to private life without 
any vacation. 

The law firm will do corporation work ex- 
clusively, representing the People’s Gag- 
light and Coke company, the Union Carbide 
company, the Acetylene Apparatus company, 
the Hammond Packing company, and other 
large coricerns.. The work of the office had 
become too heavy for the force: which had 
to handle it, and Mr. Meagher’s first selec- 
tion was Judge Sears. 


Better Financial Prospect. 

The jurist had a year and a half of his term 
to fill, but the attractions of a private prac- 
tice and the greater financial gains coming 
from it, induced him to accept the proposi- 
tion: “His place on the Appellate bench will 
be filled through the selection, by the Chief 
Justice of the Supreme Court, of some Judge 
of the courts of original entry. 

Judge Sears was born at Gallipolis, O., in 
1854, and was educated in Elgin Academy, 
Knox, and Amherst Colleges. The degree of 
LL. D. was conferred on him by the North- 
westerr University: He was admitted to the 
bar in 1878, and practiced in the Cook County 
and Illinois courts for fifteen years. He was 
elected Judge of the Superior Court in 1893: 
Four years later he received his first appoint- 
mento the Appellate bench, and in 1900 was 
again honored by the selection from among

gaze, deciding that the whole was the work 
of practical jokers among their friends. 
The fact that the cards were elaborately 
engraved, bore the royal arms, and were 
mailed in London deepened the mystery. 
Neither of the recipients has any acquaint- 
ance in England who might attempt such a 
joke and they are trying to solve the puzzle 
locally. 


GOV. YATES AND POLITICS 
DOING HARM TO CHARITY. 


Chicago Bureau Issues ¢ Statement 
Scoring the Executive and Recalling 
Promises He Fails to Keep. 


The practice under Governor Yates of ap- 
plying political methods to State charitable 
institutions is scored in a bulletin issued yes- 
terday by the Chicago Bureau of Charities. 
The statement is as follows: 

‘Those who favor the efficient manage- 
ment of the State’s great charities are hav- 
ing much cause for sorrow in the ‘ spoils’ 
policy pursued by Goveror Yates, The sor- 
row is the keener because the Governor both 
before and after his election publicly pledged 
himself’ to the ‘merit system’ in the ad- 
ministration of these charities. 

“One by one experienced officers of the 
institutions are being removed outright or 
forced out by indirect means, familiar in the 
operation of ‘ practical politics.’ The vacan- 
cies Glus created are filled ueually by men 
who have had no special training in the kind 
of work which their new duties require. In- 
terests bound vitally by the dearest ties to 
thousands of homes which have intrusted un- 
fortunate members to the care of the State 
are ruthlessly torn from skilled hands and 
given into the keeping of untrained men 
selected because of fealty to a party leader. 
The result is doubly disastrous. 

“ First—The standards of managemem are 
relaxed; the operation of those procesees and 
rules by which the patients are made com- 
fortable and arecarried along toward restor- 
ation or education is broken down; a state 
of uncertainty and apprehension pervades 
the force of employés, for no one knows who 
is to stay and who isto go. 

“ Second—Thoroughness, and  conscien- 
tious effort, and industry, and laudable de- 
sire to excel are discouraged. The baneful 
and false principle is advanced that ‘ pull ’ 
is better than faithfulness or solid attain- 
ment. Trickery, and lip service, and -—T- 
ing sycophancy are exalted above straight- 
forward, fearless performance of duty as a 
means Of preferment. 

“* But the debasement and perversion of the 
State’s benign purpose in creating these vast 
charities have within them the promise of 
reform—radical reform, wide and deep. 
Governor Yates by carrying the iconoclastic 
‘ spoils’ policy a little farther than his pre- 
Gecessors have carried it, and by adopting 
certain tactics which emphasize and aug- 
ment the offensiveness of the system, has 
undoubtedly brought the day of purification 
appreciably nearer. There is some consola- 
tion in that thought. The wise advocate of 
reform knows that its enemies may often do 
more than its friends to hasten It.’

OFFICERS OF SOUTH TOWN 
WARNED TO CLOSE DOORS. 


Citizens’ Association Says It Will Begin 
Proceedings if Deputy Collettors Are 
Employed After Tomorrow. 


The Citizens’ association announced yes- 
terday that .criminal proceedings would be 
begun against the South Town officials if any 
attempt were made to keep the offices open 
after tomorrow. 

“If Collector Fitzgerald attempts to em- 
ploy any deputy collectors after Monday he 
may get himself into trouble,’’ said Secre- 
tary Hoyt King. ‘All the law permits after 
March 10 is the employment of enough clerks 
to close up the books.

CUSTOMER SHOT, ONE ROBBER | 
CAPTURED IN SALOON HOLDUP. 


Four Masked Men Rifle Cash Register, 
but Meet Resistance When They At- 
tempt to Make Escape. — 


In the fight which followed the attempted 
escape of four masked men after holding up 
thé saloon of Gustave Nelson, 206 Townsend 
street, last night, William Rottke was shot 
in the right leg and one of the,highwaymen 
was captured after having been beaten over 
the head with a billiard cue. 

Nelson and two customers were covered by 
revolvers as the three men entered the place. 
The victims were lined up against the wall, 
while the cash register was rifled of $34. 
From Nelson's pockets were taken $12, and 
from Rottke $4. John Olson, the other cus- 
tomer, had no money with him. 

As the four men started for the door Nel- 
son grabbed three pool balls and threw after 
them, bringing ome man to the floor. The 
highwaymen then turned and fired a volley 
of bullets, one of which struck Rottke. At 
this point Private Watchman Charlies Olson 
entered the door and seized one of the ma- 
rauders, whereupon his three companions 
fled. 

Nelson went to Olson’s assistance with a 
billiard cue and struck the robber several 
times, opening the scalp and knocking the 
man unconscious. He was taken to the 
County Jail Hospital and then to the East 
Chicago Avenue Police Station, where he 
. gave the name of Michael McKnight.

SLEEPING ON BARE FLOORS. 


War was declared yesterday on the politi 
cal method® of using lodging-houses and 
saloons as corrals for illegal voters in the 
various _river wards of the city. To 
that end the Union League, Hamilton, and 
Iroquois clubs, for the first time since thei: 
organization, have joined hands and forces 
with the Municipal Voters’ league. Money 
has been provided, detectives employed, and 
every effort will be directed to sending to the 
penitentiary political bosees '’ who contro/ 
elections by these methods. == 

What is claimed to be a widely organized 
plan to colonize paid voters in the First 
Ward is held to have been unearthed. Affi- 
davits are presented by the league showing 
that the State laws controlling sanitary con- 
ditions in sleeping places have been violated, 
and that the levee saloons are stuffed with 
** floaters ’’ who are to be paid for their votes 
on election day. 


Campaign Fund Provided. 

The Union League club has set aside 
$2,500 to be used in fighting colonization.

PRINGE PLEASES AT HOME 


HENRY PRAISED BY BERLIN 
PRESS FOR HIS GOOD SENSE. 


German Editors Compliment the Kai- 
ser’s Brother for His Bearing and 
Tactful Methods, Which Won for 
Him the Friendship of the People of 
the United States—Royal Tourist Is 
Cheered by All Political Factions 

Except the Socialists. 


BERLIN, March 8.—A progressive news- 
paper, that usually is not a particular ad- 
mirer of the monarchy, finds compliments 
for the way in which Prince Henry of Prus- 
sia has pleased the Americans. Dr. Barth, 
editor of the Nation, says: 

“He has acted as a free, modern man 
among free men, without a trace of that 
narrow-souled haughtiness which junker- 

m regards as the indispensable etiquette 
rank.” 

Prince Henry’s tact and good sense are 
praised here by all the political groups ex- 
cept the Socialists, who continue their un- 
pleasant criticism, averring that his recep- 
was simply wealth prostrating itself 
before inherited rank.”’ 

The Prince’s democratic ways are looked 
on with wonder by society,which regards the 
person of a Hohenzollern as something al- 
most sacred. It cannot be understood here 
how he could shake hands with unknown 
and obscure persons. The incident of the 
Governor of Minnesota tapping Prince Hen- 
ry on the shoulder and speaking familiarly 
to him is related with absolute amazement. 
Yet there is not the least criticism of Ameri- 
can manners, such things being treated as 
quite proper under a republic. 

Summing up results of the journey 
not one of the papers assumes that it will 
have great political consequences, but near- 
iy all of them agree that jt will cause a 
permanent and more kindly feeling between 
the two peoples, which is precisely the re- 
sult ‘that could do the most good. 


Prince Henry’s Home-Coming. 

Prince Henry’s home-coming is beginning 
to be anticipated. He will disembark at 
Cuxhaven, where, it is said, Emperor Will- 
lam will welcome him. The Ulk containsthe 
return of the Prince’s party, showing them 
leaving a train in dilapidated condition, 
Admiral von: Tirpitz yawning with fatigue, 
and General von Plessen supported by a 
servant, who calls for a doctor, saying: 
“Just back from America.” Lackeys are 
are also shown carrying bales labeled “ ad- 
dresses.’’ 

The hospitality of the Americans to the 
crew of the Hohenzollern is referred to as 


being like that of a promised land, where, if 
milk and honey do not flow, thereis beer and 
wine in plenty and everything free when 
the men go ashore to a ball or theater, the 
elevated roads, electric cars, and ferries all 
costing them nothing. 

“The city meets every wish of the crew 
immediately. Twenty-eight invitations were 
received for the entire crew of the Hohen- 
zollern, which can only be acceptedafter the 
first festivities in honor of the Prince are 
over,’ writes one member of the Hohenzol- 
lern crew. 


Sarcastic London Journals. 

LONDON, March 8.—The editorial sar- 
casm with which so many of the London pa- 
pers commented on Prince Henry’s visit to 
the United States was to no small extent 
Suggested and fostered by the ill-natured 
telegrams of their special correspondents 
in America. 

With but few exceptions those correspond- 
ents who retailed Prince Henry’s doings for 
English consumption did so only with an eye 
to the ridiculous. They magnified every out- 
burst of humor or Minor contretempts into 
a gauge of national feeling or characteristic 
miscarriage of plans. The desire to receive 
Prince Henry hospitably was almost in- 
variably represented here as an outburst of 
sickening sycophancy, in which all the 
Americans well known socially were repre- 
sented as endeavoring to outvie each other 
as to who should pay the most self-démean- 
ing obeisance to the royal visitor. 

The particular offender in this respect is 
the Daily Mail, which detailed the alleged 
upheaval in Chicago as to whether the 
Prince should visit the Stock-Yards. -Such 
alleged incidents as these were made so 
prominent that the average Englishman 
was inclined to believe that Prince Henry’s 
tour was only a huge travesty on himself 
and on the American people. The Daily 
Mail’s matter has been written by a former 
Chicago reporter flow on its staff. ~ 


LIBERAL VICTORY IN COLOMBIA. 


Rumor at Panama Tells of a Battle at 
San Pablo and Defeat of Gov- 
ernment Forces.

AUTO SHOW IS A MONEY-MAKER. 


Patrons Disappointed, However, at the 
Absence of Races Which Had 
Been Announced. 


The Chicago Automobile Show at the Coli- 


i gpeum closed last night with a surplus of 


nearly $14,000 to the credit of the manage- 
ment. ‘The attendance was heavy for the 
closing night, but Thureday night held the 
record for the week.

TALKS OF CANAL ROUTES 


ADDRESSES MEMBERS OF 
IROQUOIS CLUB, 


Presents Arguments for Nicaragua 
Plan, Which ‘He Thinks Far Sa- 
perior to Panama Scheme—Ridicules 
Finding of Walker Commission— 
Defense of Territory Possible by the 
‘Settlement of American Homeseek- 


ers—Hearers Signify Approval. 


* If the United States government builds 
@ canal on the Nicaraguan route there need 
never be any worry about its defense, The 
American men who will go down there to do 
the construction work will in many cases be 
tempted ta/remain and'settle, for the coun- 
try is fertile and has a splendid, climate. 
Give them grants of land and I promise you 
a population of 100,000 American Boers in 
Nicaragua, which will forever settle all ques- 
tions of sovereignty, and which will care for 
its defense for all time.”’ 

This statement, made by Lyman E. Cooley 
at the luncheon of the Iroquois club yester- 
day afternoon, brought a round of applause 
and showed that the members had been won 
to the Nicaraguan route in the discussion of 
the merits of the isthmian canal question. 
The last report of the Walker commission to 
Congress, favoring the Panama route, Mr, 
Cooley classed among psychological pheno- 
mena and not among engineering problems, 


Cooley Figures as Expert. 

Mr. Cooley discussed the subject from the 
standpoint of an expert who had been called 
in to examine the whole situdtion. While 
granting that the initial cost of the Panama 
Canal as proposed would be about $3,000,000 
less than the Nicaraguan Canal, as taken 
from engineering figures, he maintained that 
the climatic disadvantages of Panama would 
amount to a difference of at least $5,000,000 
in the actual construction. 

Mr. Cooley has just returned from Wash- 
ington, where he gave testimony before the 
Senate Committee on Interoceanic Water- 
ways, as he surveyed the routes in 1897 for 
a proposed syndicate. 

“IT told the Senate committee that I be- 
lieved a syndicate could be formed to con- 
struct the Nicaraugan Canal,”’ he said, ** but 
that I doubted much if one would undertake 
the finishing of the Panama Canal.”’ 


Choice Important to Chicago. 


“In the matter of location we must remem- 
ber that the Nicaraguan Canal is several 
hundred miles nearer our own country, an 


important factor, and the question of the 


health of the country fs most important in 
construction. We will have to take the best 
men from the United States and they will 
not be tempted to go to Panama. 

“The Nicaraguan Canal has all of the 
advantage when you consider ship routes, 
and it is most important to Chicago that it 


be chosen. 


The lines that define the belt of 


competition in Asia are narrow, and the dis- 
advantages of the Panama Canal would cut 
this trade from Chicago.

Guided by President Wheeler and Ac- 
companied by Corporation Counsel 
Walker, He Finds Section Large 

 Bneugh to Drive a “Load of Hay,” 
According to Charge of Alderman 

Minwegen—Police Operators Volun-~ 
tarily Offer to. Take Vacations, — 3 


There is room enough in one short section 
of the tunnel new being constructed under 
the down-town streets by the Illinois Tele- 
phone and Telegraph company to drive “a 
load of hay,” as Alderman Minwegen has 
charged. This fact was established yester- 
day afternoon when Mayor Harrison and 
Corporation Counsel Walker made a tour 
through this bore, which tunnels the streets 
forty feet from the surface. Their guide 
was President A. G. Wheeler of the company,. 
and the party tramped several miles through 
the cemented tube, which has a height of 
seven feet and a width of six feet. “4 

At State and Lake streets they found the 
section, thirty feet in length, which started 
the rumors that a subway was being con- 
structed under the streets and caused the 
pending investigation for alleged violation 
of the permit conditions. At that point the 
bore suddenly enlarged to a height of four- 
teen feet and a width of twelve feet. 


Explains to the Mayor. 


‘We wanted room here to place our wires,” 
said President Wheeler to the Mayor. 
* This trunk line station was contemplated 
at this point merely so that reels of wire 
might be placed in here and the laying of 
wire made feasible. There was absolutely 
no intention of increasing the size of the 
bore throughout.” | 

When the Mayor and the party emerged 
after more than an hour spent below ground 
the former had little to say. 

‘* The work of construction is truly wonder- 
ful,’ said he. “ Further than that I care to 
say. nothing unttl the Council committee 
charged with investigating has made its 
inspection and submitted its report.” 

While the air pressure of seven pounds 
to the square inch, under which the work- 
men carry on their tasks, was being shut 
off the Mayor and Mr. Walker visited the 
company’s repair plant at Harrison street 
and the river, and viewed the automatic 
switchboard now operated in the Rookery 
Building... Here telephone connections are 
made automatically, not one girl being used 
at the switchboard. 


Long Trip Under Ground, 


“ They entered the tunnel at Dearborn and 
Van Buren streets and went north in the 
bore as far as South Water street. The 
Jackson boulevard tube was inspected as 
far west as Fifth avenue. Aldermen Min- 
wegen, Jackson, and Mavor, constituting the 
special committee of inquiry, will visit the 
tunnel tomorrow.

An open letter addréssed to the Governor 
and signed by the Executive board of the 
association was given out yesterday. Inthe 
letter the Governor is asked to remove Com- 
missioners George T. Buckingham and Ben- 
jamin» W. Brown, and Warden Everett J. 
Murphy as “unworthy of further public 
trust.’’ 

The letter marks the climax of the sensa- 
tional contest for the prison labor contract 
waged by William M. Cochrane of the Joliet 
Rattan and Reed company. It is the final 
action of the Business-Men’s —association, 
which undertouk to investigate the condi- 
tions under which Mr. Cochrane was denied 
a renewal of his contract. The Incident isa 
closed one, as far as the association is con- 
cerned, and. as a member of the committee 
expressea the situation, “it is up. to the 
Governor now.” 


All the Charges Sustained. 

All of the charges made by Mr. Coch- 
rane in his statement of the controversy are 
sustained by the committee. ‘‘ Conduct un- 
becoming public officials”’ is charged by 
the committee against Commissioner Buck- 
ingham and Warden Murphy in refusing to 
allow Mr. Cochrane to appear before the 
board. 

Ten of the twelve members of the commit- 
tee signed the letter to Governor Yates, the 
other two being absent from the city. All 
the signers are prominent Republicans and 
men of the highest business standing. Those 
whose names are attached to the letter are: 
Nathan J. Rowell, C. 8. Winter, G. L. Vance, 
William C. Barber, C. H. Talcott, W. N. 
Moore, E. E. Wolcott, F. C. Wilcox, A. E. 
Fiero, and Lewis Moore. 

“We have concluded to close the’ matter 
up and leave it to Governor Yates,’’ said 
William C. Barber. “ Our efforté to make a 
thorough investigation have béen met by 
the studied opposition of the commissioners,

and with all courtesy to the Governor we de- | 
cided to go no further. There is and has 
been no politics in the matter, go faras we 
are concerned. The association simply de- 
sired to find out why Mr. Cochrane had 
not been given a fair show as abusiness-man. 
The whole affair now rests with Governor 
Yates.”’ 


Reviews the Whole Controversy. 

The letter to Governor Yates is a.complete 
review of the controversy and a forcible ar- 
raignment of the commissioners and warden. 
It is charged that the Prison board acted 
with ‘“‘remarkable and unbusiness-like 
haste ’’ in its determination to give the con- 
tract to another firm, and that the action 
of the commissioners was ‘* reprehensible in 
the highest degree.”’ 

The concluding paragraph of the letter 
places the issue squarely before Governor 
Yates in the following words: 

**In conclusion we ask that the so-called 
contract with the supposed Illinois Rattan 
company be disregarded or annulled, that 
the bid of Mr. Cochrane at 65 cents per day 
be accepted, or that new bids be called for, 
and that Warden Everett J. Murphy, Com- 
missioners George T. Buckingham and Ben- 
jamin W. Brown be removed from office as 
unworthy of further public trust.”’ 


Says State Will Lose. ' 

The Illinois Rattan company, of which EB. 
R. Brainerd of Chicago is one of the incorpor- 
ators, is referred to in the letter as ‘‘ a thing 
of namie only ”’ on the day the commissioners 
executed the contract with it, and at the time 
Mr. Cochrane made his bid for the labor of 
the convicts. The committee alleges that the 
State will lose nearly $100,000 if the contract 
is given to the new company, and comments |! 
as follows on the action of the commis- 
sioners: 

‘The action of the commissioners in thus 
hastily disposing of the important interests 
of the State of Illinois to such manifest dis- 
advantage, and their subsequent persistence 
in maintaining their pretended contract obli- 
gations with a non-existent corporation, are 
reprehensible to the highest degree. Such 
conduct can only be attributed to their entire 
unfitness for the responsibilities with which 
as public servants they are charged, or to 
motives which were not disclosed by the evi- 
dence.” |

—Substitution of Coercive Measures

TRIUMPHS OF PRINCE MAKE DE- 
CIDED IMPRESSION IN PARIS. 


Journey Through the United States Is 
Followed and Commented Upon in 
Most Complimentary Vein—Kaiser 
Is Given Credit for Having Success- 
fully Executed a New Move in World 
Diplomacy — Live Stock Show 
Awards Made.

PARIS, March 8.—Prince Henry's recep- 
tion in the United States continues to monop- 
olize the place of honor on the front pages 
of the French newspapers. All the sayings 
and doings, impromptu remarks, episodes, 
and incidents to the journey of “ the imperial 
globe-trotter who has accomplished the won- 
derful performancg of traveling 8,000 kilo- 
meters in nine days’ are narrated in detail 
with true Parisian piquancy. 

The receptions accorded Prince Henry in 
the daytime, as well as the indiscreet enthu- 
siasm with which he its said to have been 
occasionally aroused at night are set forth 
in bright colors. 

The Prince’s physical endurance and good 
nature are admired, and prominence is 
given the happy facility with which he brief- 
ly replied to the official speeches at Chicago 
and other points of the journey, which are 
qualified by the Figaro as ‘a veritable 
esprit d'apropos,”’ and has induced Vic- 
torien Sardou, the veteran dramatist, to half 
jestingly remark to intimate friends: “ Ah! 
What an ideal ruler Emperor William would 
make for France, especially if seconded by 
such an indefatigable and tactful brother as 
Prince Henry.” 


Has Made Impression in France. 

Indeed, it is no exaggeration to say that 
the accounts of Prince Henry’s visit to the 
United States have drawn a current of per- 
sonal sympathy throughout France towards 
the imperial tourist and towards his august 
brother. In diplomatic circles here the idea 
is ridiculed that Emperor William ever en- 
tertained the slightest notion of saddling 
Prince Henry's mission with any scheme for 
securing a German naval or coaling station 
in American waters. French diplomacy as 
well as the genera! public believe in the ab- 
solute sincerity of the German Emperor's 
hand of friendship proffered the United 
States. 


' New Departure in World Policy. 

Le Jougnal in a leading editorial today 
thus sums up the popular view of the situa- 
tion: “It would be a mistake to attach 
undue importance to Prince Henry’s voyage, 
but at the same time it would be childish 
to accept the views of the English press that 
the journey is a mere demonstration of 
courtesy. This solemn mission must. bring 
about a marked change in the relations be- 
tween the United States and Germany. 
After all is said and done, no matter what 
may have been the attitude of the German 
diplomacy towards the United States at the 
time of the Spanigh war, the fact remains 
that events in Manila Bay caused a danger- 
ous tension between the two nations, and 
now the flattering step which the German 
sovereign has with such delicate tact taken, 
at hie own Initiative seems to have fully. 
cleared away this misunderstanding. Con- 
sequently Prince Henry’s journey makes a 
new departure in Germany’s world policy.” 


National Cattle Show a Success. 

The national show of fat cattle is smaller 
this season than usual owing to the fact that 
it is held at mid-Lent, when the demand for 
butchers’ meat is slack as compared with 
the week preceding Christmas, when the 
fat stock show usually takes place. The 
quality of the animals, however, is far in 
advance of previous exhibitions. The show, 
which comprises animals of foreign as well 
as home origin, is seen at its best possible 
advantage in the spacious well-lighted area 
of the Grand Palace, and is of exceptional 
interest to foreign stock raisers because the 
decisions of the jury have resulted in 
signal victory for the white Charolais on. 
tle, which Rosa Bonheur loved to paint. 
Experts here, both French and foreign, 
agree with the jury that the French Charo- 
lais breed for beefmaking purposes has at 
last proved its superiority not only aver the 
English shorthorns, which have therto 
carried everything before them at the French 
cattle shows, but also over the famous white- 
faced Herefords, so highly commended in 
the current report of the Kansas Board of 
Agriculture, and which, largely owing to the 
efforts of T. L. Miller, the well-known IIli- 
nois breeder, enjoy high favor in the United 
States as beef producers. The development 
of the Charolais cattle has aroused such in- 
terest abroad that a commission of British 
agriculturists has gone to the Allier dis- 
trict in-central France, where the best 
Charolais cattle are raised, to study the 
subject. 


Apotheosis of the Pig. 

The show is also remarkable for the ex-~ 
cellence of the pigs, which are fattened 
judiciously, and the fault of overfattening 
so common at the English Smithfield club 
shows is avoided. Indeed, the show may be 
described as the apotheosis of the French 
pig, the best single pig being a cross be- 
tween the Craon and Manceau vagieties, The 
champion prize for best pen of three pigs was 
won by specimens of Norman and Manceau 
cross, each 9 months old and having an 
average weight of 623 pounds. ! ‘ 

The prize white Charolais ox was at the 
close of the show yesterday sold to a fash- 
lonable butcher for $700. 


Can Breathe in Foul ‘Air. 

The Paris Fire department has adopted an 
apparatus for purifying vitiated air which 
has been successfully tested before the Pre- 
fect of Police and the chief physicians of 
the faculty of medicine, and which is expect- 
ed to render great service in accidents due 
to fire by gas. escapes and explosions, and 
also for submarine navigation, for which 
purpose. further experiments are to be made 
at Brest and Cherbourg by the naval author- 
ities. The oxygen.regenerator, as this new 
invention is called, weighs only five pounds, 
and is based on the principle that sodium bi- 
oxide in continual reaction with water will 
render respirable an atmosphere which it 
would be impossible otherwise for any living 
being to breathe. - A clockwork apparatus 
drops at regular intervals pieces of sodium 
bioxide into a water section of an aluminium 
ventilator. - 

The firemen intending to enter poisonous 
air put on divers’ dress and carry an oxygen 
respirator connected with a helmet by two 
rubber tubes. The aparatus contains 150 
grams of sodium Dioxide, which insures an 
adequate supply of oxygen for respiration 
during one hour. 


Inventors Make Serious Test. 

Dalthazard and Desgrez, the inventors, 
during the official experiments on Tuesday, 
remained, by wearing the oxygen respirator, 
thirty-three minutes in an atmosphere com- 
pletely saturated with sulphurous acid gas 
fumes. Prominent scientists, naval officers, 
and mining engineers who witnessed the ex- 
periments expressed dmthusiaem for the 
practical working of the appliance, which 
they declare the most important life saving 
invention adopted by the Paris $¢@ Gepart- 
in Many years. LB.

A few months ago, when the 
fact of his approaching retirement from the 
Premiership first became known, it was af- 
firmed with equal authority that Mr. Arthur 
Balfour would succeed to his high office. 

There has been, however, a distinct change 
in the situation during the winter, due totwo 
developments. The first is that the strain of 
his present duties has three times incapaci- 
tated the leader of the House of Commons by 
severe but not serious attacks of influensa, 
Mr. Balfour is not weak physically, yet ie 
scarcely possesses the great powers of @n- 
durance necessary in the virtual ruler of the 
British Empire in difficult times. Political 
ambition is not strong in him, although he 
would naturally appreciate the honor of oc- 
cupying the supreme post in the government. 


Chamberlain More Popular. 


The second change in the situation is the 
distinct augmentation’ in the popularity and 
influence of Mr. Chamberlain. This is due 
more than all else to his dignified though 
stinging rebuke to Count von Bilow, The 
latter, indeed, has accomplished more t0o- 
wards the rehabilitation of the Colonial See

The completion of the anglo-Japaness 
treaty strengthens the idea that there is lees 
danger of a disturbance of foreign relations 
by possible indiscretions if.a man of Mz, 
Chamberlain’s jingo tendencies were at the 
head of affairs.

King Edward will ask 
Lord Salisbury’s advice as to whom he 
should recognize as the chief of the party 
which commands a majority in the Houseof 
Commons. The reply can only be, Mr. Bak 
four. The King*will therefore send for Mr. 
Balfour and ask him whether he is prepared 
to accept the headship of the administration, 
Mr. Balfour must then consult his colleagues

Qualities Which Distin- 
guish Followers of Sea 


from Brothers Confined to 
faring Princes Draw Them weet 
Closer to the People. Land; Prince Henry as an 
Example. 


ROM time immemorial those 
who “ go down to the sea in 
ships”’ have always com- 
manded to a marked extent 
the good will and the interest 
of the public. We are dis- 
posed to ascribe to them in 
an exceptional degree all 
those qualities that appeal to 
the imagination, such as dar- 
ing, calmness in the face of 
danger, fertility of resdburce, 
frank honesty, and manliness 
in the best sense of the word. 
We likewise Know that the 
distant climes whieh they . 
have visited, the countries 
which they have seen, and 
the acquaintances that they 
have made in various parts 
of the world have tended to 

em with a breadth of view to which 
anon pew have not enjoyed these advan- 
tages can make no pretension. Then, too, we 
realize that during the long night watches at 
sea they have an amount of time for sober 

‘thought and meditation such as does not 
fall to the share of those who make their 
home on land—especially in the United 
States. And, finally, there is a sort of unde- 
finable flavor of romance about the seafaring 
profession, which, coupled with the freedom 
from affectation and conventional cant for 
which its members are distinguished, con- 
tribute to render those Princes of the blood 
who become sailors the most popular scions 
of the reigning houses to which they belong. 

Prince Henry of Prussia, who sails this 
week for Europe on the completion of his 
memorable visit to the United States, where 
he leaves none but friends, is a case in point, 

Wholesome in appearance, as he is healthy 
in mind, modest, unassuming, and clean 
lived, he occupies a particularly warm spot — 
in the hearts of his countrymen, and Is the 
Hohenzollern for whom they entertain the 
largest amount of sympathy, regard, and 
affection. This is due in part to his personal 
qualities, but largely also to the popularity 


- of the profession which he has adopted—a 


popularity which leads nowadays almost 
every ruler in Europe to send to sea one or 
more members of his dynasty with the ob- 
ject of increasing the hold of the latter upon 
the good will and loyalty of the people. 


HE list of royal sailors ts an 
interesting one. For in al- 
most every instance they 
have shown themselves men 
of more character and of 
more virility than the other 
Princes of their house. Thus 
Queen Marguerite’s brother, 
Thomas Duke of Genoa, 
who was educated at the fa- 
mous English college of 
Harrow before entering the 
Italian navy, of which he is 
now the ranking officer, has 
carried the flag of his coun- 
try to the uttermost parts 
of the earth, and has done 
more than any of his fellow- 
citizens to make the name 
of the new Kingdom of 
United Italy both known 
and respected abroad. It was Duke Thomas 

who established such friendly relations be- 
tween Italy and Japan, relations that are 

destined to play a greater rdéle in the course 
of political events in the far East than in 
times past. He has been largely instru- 
mental, too, in keeping alive, the loyalty to 
the mother country of the immense Italian 
population in the Argentine Republic, where 
the Italian vote is becoming the predominant 
factor in the political situation, and it was 
the Duke of Genoa, again, who was sent by 


macy with his brother-in-law, the Czar. 


his cousin, King Victor Emm 

jon last year to meet 
to seal with ‘him the reconciliation between 
those old-time allies, France and Italy. The 
Duke of Genoa is such a typical sailor and . 
conveys such an impression of honesty, sin- . 
cerity, and of being incapable of anything 
underhand or mean, that he is an ideal man 
for such missions of friendship. — 

Italy’s other sailor Prince, the Duke of 
Abruzzi, has achieved so much fame as an 
arctic explorer that it is needless to make | 
more than passing reference here to his 
name. He was the first to make the ascent 
of Mount St. Elias, in this country, which, 
until he achieved the feat, was considered 
inaccessible, while, if the Italian flag flies 
today at a point nearer the north pole than 
that of any other nation, it is because this 
young Duke planted it there. He enjoys 
the singular distinction of being not only a 
Prince of the reigning house of Italy but 
likewise a Spanish Infant. For he was born 
at Madrid only a few days before his father, 
the late Amadeus, Duke of Aosta, abdicated 
the crown of Spain in disgust and shook the 
dust of the country from his feet. ; 


HE sailor members of the 
reigning house of Russia 
have each of them made 
their mark. Grand Duke 
Alexander Michaelowitch, 
married to the eldest sister 
of the present Czar, has just 
completed the translation of 
the whole of Captain Ma- 
han’s works into Russian. . 
He came to this country at. 
the time of the Columbian 
celebration, nine years ago, 
and took an active share in 
the festivities organized in 
connection with the quadri- 
centennial celebration of the 
discovery of the new world. 
He has the reputation of be- 
ing one of the most progres- 
sive and liberal-minded of- 
ficers of the Russian navy, and’ those who 
have the interests of the Muscovite empire 
at heart hope for much from his close inti- 


Grand Duke Alexis, the brother of the late 
Emperor, is the Lord High Admiral of the 
Czar’s navy, and by his visit to the United 
States in the early *70s did much to cement 
the friendship that has _ since bound 
the great North American republic to Rus- 
sia. He is exceedingly popular, both at home 
and abroad, andthe fact that he has been 
the hero of several sensational romances 
has not in any way served to diminish the 
sympathetic interest with which he is every- 
where regarded. 

The Grand Duke Constantine Nicolaiwitch, 
his uncle, who preceded him in the office 
of Lord High Admiral of the Russian navy, 
was far and away the most brilliant, witty, 
and clever Prince that the house of Rom- 
anoff has ever produced. His “ bon mots” 
and his sarcasms were famous throughout 
Europe, and he had the most amazing and 
original way of disconcerting bores and of 
cutting them short without any appearance 
of discourtesy. He accomplished this by 
means of his eyeglass or monocle, which 
hung from his néck by an almost invisible 
elastic cord. As soon asever his interlocutor 
had embarked on some long-winded speech 
he would quietly give the elastic an imper- 
ceptible twitch, which had the effect of send- 
ing the glass bounding up to his eye, where 
it remained fixed without any apparent 
effort or action on his part. He would 
then gaze fixedly through the eyeglass at 
the unfortunate speaker just as though noth- 
ing had happened. The effect of this little , 
maneuver was generally to completely dig 
concert the visitor. 


RAND DUKE CONSTAN- 
TINE’S daughter is ffow 
Queen of Greece, and she 
enjoys the unique distinction 
of being the only Admiral 
in petticoats, the late Czar 
having conferred upon her 
this rank in the Russian 
navy in recognition of her 
kindness to Russian sailors, 
of her fondness for every- 
thing pertaining to the sea, 
and of her remarkable 
_ knowledge of practical sea- 
| manship. 

| Her husband, King George, 

is likewise a sailor by profes- 
sion and was serving as a 
midshipman in the English 
navy when elected to the 
throne of Greece. Indeed, 
he was being mast-headed by way of punish- 
ment for some piece of mischief when the 
delegates of the Greek Legislature came on 
board to lay their crown at kis feet. 

His son, Prince George, Admiral of the 
Greek navy, and now Governor General of 
Crete, is not unknownin this country, hav- 
ing returned through the United States from 
Japan, where he saved the life of his cousin 
and traveling companion, Nicholas, now 
Czar of Russia, by the timely and effective 
use of his stick on the head of the native 
assassin. Heis immensely tall and powerful, 
a very Anak among European royalties, the 
only one who can compare with him in size 
being King Oscar of Sweden, who, like him- 
self, is a sailor, or rather was one until he 
ascended the throne. 


SCAR is probably the most 
accomplished, as well as the 
most majestic of all old 
world monarchs of the pres- 
ent time. Besides being a 
great traveler, he is an au- 
thor, a poet, a dramatist, an 
artist, and a composer. In- 
deed, most of the church mu- 
sic now used in Sweden is of 
his composition. Add to this 
that he possesses a remarka- 
ble. knowledge of history, 
of Oriental lore, of chemis- 
try, astronomy, and other 
branches of science, that he 

* is a clever and successful 
 business-man, that he stands 
six foot three in his stock- 
ings, and that he wears on 
on his breast several med- 
als conferred upon him prior to his accession 
to the throne for saving lives at the risk of 
his: own, and you have a monarch well 
worthy in every respect occupying the throne 
of the vikings of the heroic days of the sagas. 

His second son, Oscar, the only one of his 
boys who adopted the sea as a profession, 
and who is now an Admiral of the Swedish 
navy, excited a good deal of attention some 
years ago by renouncing his rights of suc- 
cession to the throne and all his prerogatives 
as Prince of the blood in order to marry one 
of his mother’s maids of honor, a Miss Ebba 
Munk, and he now bears the title of Count 
Wisborg and is the President of the Temper- 
ance society in Norway and Sweden, as well 
as an active officer of the Salavation Army 
movement in his father’s dominions. 

The present Prince of Wales was educated 
as a sailor, and owes the greater part of his 
popularity, as well as the public confidence 
which he enjoys, to the fact that he is iden- 
tified in the minds of his future subjects with 
the seafaring profession. His uncle, Alfred, 
who died as reigning Duke of Coburg, was 
likewise brought up at sea, while Queen 
Victoria’s immediate predecessor on the 


throne, William IV., figures in history as.

ARIS, Feb. 28.—George 
Hitchcock, the American 
painter, is in Paris to organ- 
ize the representation of the 
Society of American Paint- 
ers !n Paris at the Academy 
exhibition in Vienna. Mr. 
Hitchcock has been honored 
with a corresponding mem- 
bership in the Academy, the 
only American thus distin- 
guished. He was called upon 
to secure the collaboration of 
his colleagues in an Amer- 
ican exhibition, the best 
room being set aside for the 

‘American paintings. 

Thirty pictures by the best 
American artists will be 
hung there under the per- 
sonal supervision of Mr. 


Hitchcock, who will go to Vienna next week. 


Among the artists who will be represented 
are Edwin Lord Weeks, Eugene Vail, Walter 
McEwen, Dannant, and Stewart. 

The invitation to exhibit at Vienna is one of 
the most flattering recognitions yet received 
by the Paris Society of American Painters. 

The first prize for sculpture at the wom- 

en's salon has been awarded the Duchess 
aUzes, who for several years has been ex- 
ceedingly active in art matters, presiding at 
the salon and devoting herself to sculpture, 
her ambition being to secure the insignia of 
the Legion of Honor, the little red ribbon 
Which Mrs. Potter Palmer, the Marquise de 
Wentworth, and several other American 
women have a right to wear.

HE American Chamber of 

Commerce in Paris has just 
accomplished a difficult task 
in securing the repeal of the 
recently promulgated regu- 
lation placing restrictions 
upon the forwarding of let- 
ters from one address to an- 
other. Before the regula- 
tion came into force letters, 
forwarded to overtake a 
tourist needed only to be re- 
addressed and required no 
additional postage. Minister 
Millerand saw a loss to the 
government in this, and 
brought about a regulation 
requiring additional postage 
on such letters. 

American tourists raised a 
protest against annoying de- 
lays and non-receipt of letters, and finally 
the Chamber of Commerce took up the mat- 
ter and had remarkable success, securing the 
repeal of the regulation and an acknowledg- 
ment that the regulation was a mistake. 

Under Minister Millerand the postal and 
telegraph service in France is wretched. 
Cables reaching Paris after 11 p. m. are never 
delivered until morning. In a personal, ex- 
perience a cable from the United States 
which reached Paris at 11 p. m. was not de- 
livered until the next day, although the 
residence of the addressee was but fifteen 
mirmutes’ walk from the cable office. An-: 
other example of bad service was in the case 
of a message announcing the death ofa near 
gelative. This cable reached Paris at 10 
Pp. m. and was not delivered until9 a.m. In- 
vestigation brought out that the chief opera- 
tor, on receiving the cable the previous even- 
ing, had put it aside, with the remark: 
‘* There’s no use In that poor woman passing 
a bad night. The morning will be time 
enough for her to receive the news.” 


Six hours is the minimum time required 
for the sending of a cable and securing 
a teply, all the delay being in Paris. Much 
time could be saved by telephoning messages 
to Havre or Brest, but the government ob- 
jects to messages, particularly press matter, 
being telephoned, as it prevents the censor 
from keeping as close track as he desires of 
what is sent out of the country, ) 


OLLOWING the call of Wal- 
deck-Rousseau to Socialists, 
Radicals, and Republicans 
to “‘ unite to save the repub- 
lic,”’ the Royalists, Imperial-

Apropos of wealthy candidates for the 
Chambers, one of the amusing incidents of 
the last election was the manner in which 
a number of “ drummers " profited by Boni 
de Castellane’s munificence. Castellane’s 
managers visited the hotels, cafés, and bars 
in the Count’s district and informed the own- 
ers that the candidate would be pléased to 
pay for all drinks that passed over the bars 
up to election day. A traveling man in at- 
tempting to settle his bill at a bar was told 
of Castellane’s liberality, and within twenty- 
four hours communicated his “find” to a 
number of boon companions, who hastened 
to the district and lived at a mad pace for a 
month at Castellane’s expense.

CO-OPERATION AMONG CHURCHES, 

Chicago will this spring have a chance 
tc. see two efforts made by Christian 
churches in the way of coJperation.

An examination of the subject shows 
that the real difficulty of the question is not so 
much in the choice of remedies, but in the power to 
apply any remedy. This arises out of the consti- 


States respectively, Congress not having the power 
to deal effectively with the subject inside the States, 
while the States lack the power to deal effectively 
with the subject outside of their own borders. Al- 
ready there have been many attempts at legisla- 
tion, federal and State, but none or the statutes has 
ee justified the hopes of advocates in bringing an end 
the evil against which they are directed.

Carefully 
washed by his mother, and with his hair nicely brushed, in a plain but 
untorn suit of clothes, and a cap set decently on his head, he is a beautiful 
sight, and he listens to his father’s instructions to do what he is told, and 
his master’s commandment that he is not to meddle with anything in the 
shop, in respectful and engaging silence. His father departs with a warn- 
ing look, his master gives him an easy errand, and the boy goes out to be- 
gin life in a hard unfriendly world, while one pities his tender youth. _ 

The boy has started with a considerable capital knowledge, gathered 
at school, and in a few weeks he is free of the streets—a full grown citizen 
in his own kingdom, and, if you please, we will watch him for an hour. 
His master has given him some fish, and charged him as he values his life 
to deliver them at once, and the boy departs with conscientious purpose. 
Half way to his destination he sees in the far distance the butcher’s boy, 
who also has been sent in hot haste to some house where the cook is de- 
manding the raw material for luncheon. They signal to one another with 
clear, penetrating, unintelligible cries, like savages across a desert, and the 
result is that the two messengers rendezvous at the corner. What they 
talk about no person can'tell, for their speech is their own, but by and by 
under the influence of, no doubt informing, conversation, they relax from 
their austere labors and lay down their baskets. A minute later they are 
playing marbles with undivided minds and might be playing pitch and toss 
were they not afraid of a policeman coming round the corner. 

It is nothing to them, gay, irresponsible children of nature, that two 
cooks are making two kitchens unbearable with their indignation, for the 


boy has learned to receive complaints with imperturbable gravity and in- 


less these accumulations have a tendency to excite avarice; wealth is 
aristocratic, dictatorial, arrogant, and puts its possessor out of tonch with 
the people. This feeling between wealth and poverty is rapidly becoming 
intensified, and the possessors of the wealth of the country realize that they 
are not resting on a bed of roses. 

The effect of these combinations of wealth, as it seems to me, is not only 
toward building up a social aristocracy, but it also serves to limit produc- 
tion and to eliminate competition, thus reducing the power of individual 
effort. This destruction of individuality is directly opposed to our theory 
of government, in the end making a few masters and many slaves. It is 
nothing new for law and society to array itself against the creation of 
monopoly, for it is a natural instinct of society at large to protect itself 
against such combinations. So it should be understood that when criticism 
is advanced against combinations and monopolies it is simply the reiteration 
of a principle which the law has always recognized and approved. ©

type have eliminated competition, have dominated the market by fixing the 


price of the raw material, have reduced the number of employés, have 
fixed the price of the finished product, knowing the people must pay their 
price or go without it; they make the laboring element of the country as 
subservient as the slave to the master. No matter how great the necessi- 
ties of the man of labor, he gets work when the corporation says ready, on 
terms fixed by the corporation. It is useless for any set of men to start an 
opposition business, for the great cémbinations can depress the price of 
the product and in a short time drive the opponent into bankruptcy. 


It is necessary, of course, to make a distinction between the combina- 


tion which is clearly in restraint of trade, a pure monopoly, and the legiti- 
mate combination of capital in large business enterprises.

In short, it is enly 
against the evil, and not against what may resemble the evil, that remedies 
are to be directed. ‘ 

Having said this much on the evil itself and the distinctions to be made 
concerning it, it may be well to consider the question of remedies. The 
popular sentiment aroused against trusts, monopolies, and combinations 
has led to the suggestion of innumerable remedies, untl# the public mind 
has become more or less confused as to what should be done. In the mean- 


time the trusts have been intrenching themselves more securely and adding 


to their prosperity. And the real cause of this confusion is the lack of 
power, both in Congress and the States, to deal adequately with the subject. 


‘So far as the States are concerned, they cannot deal with the problem . 


at all in any effective way, as the evil is a national one, not local. While 
the States can act, they never will control corporations, and should one 
State refuse to join her sister States the remaining States would be pow- 
erless. These great corporations, created by State law, are, in their opera- 
tions, beyond and out of reach of the source creating them and of all law, 
and it is not asking too much to create a power that will be able to control 
them when necessary. Should they violate the State law, and the State 


‘undertake to punish them, all the corporations need do is to separate their 


product for shipment to another State. They would then pass from under 
the control of the State and be subject to interstate or federal legislation, 
which they do not violate. ‘Hence, the federal law now cannot reach them. 
Qn the other hand, they can oppressively control the market without en-

Even the most ignorant that under ordinary circumstances a 
medical celebrity doesn’t take a/step lést his fee is guaranteed or actually 
paid beforehand. Certainly no specialist I ever heard of will consent to 
go out of town unless his expenses and fee are secured in advance. Why 
should the ordinary practitioner, who is often « man in moderate circum- 
stances, take a risk that real and pseudo authorities decline, and, accord- 
ing to popular belief, have a right to decline? 

Many think that the exaction of a fee in advance from poor people 
is a particular hardship; they call the physician insisting upon it rapacious, 
cruel, and heartless, when he is nothing of the kind. To look after the 
poor is the duty of the state or communé, and medical attendance is part 
of the care for the poor which each civilized govermment assumes as 4 
matter of course. Neither a single citizen, nor a class of citizens, ls morally 
or lawfully bound to take the care of the poor out of the hands of the 
state or commune. Why should physicians do eo? There are a good many 
physicians who tend to poor patients without exacting or expecting pay— 
that is their way of alme-giving, not their duty, which the community has 
the right to expect. — 

I agree with those who think that when a physician undertakes the 
treatment of a sick person, he engages himself to do everything in his 
power to restore his patient's health. The question is, can he do it? Take

Martin Duffy Has a Hard Task

‘OTHER GOSSIP OF THE RING.

Benny Yanger and Kid Broad had their 
much talked-of six-round tilt at the Ameri- 
ca A. C. last Monday night, and after a 
highly interesting struggle retired with the 
referee's decision of a *“‘draw”’ ringing in 


their ears. 

The contest, while satisfactory from a 
fight viewpoint, was unsatisfactory as to its 
result, as it left the boys munching on the 
same cob as before they exchanged a blow. 

The spectators, and there were enough 
of them to test the seating capacity of the 
club's well appointed arena, came to wit- 
ness a contest that would bring forth a de- 
cisive winner—one who could say to his op- 

t: “Go ’way back and sit down.”” Un- 
fortunately for the admirers of the contest- 
ants, the referee was unable to split the 
istic difference between them, so the mooted 
question of superiority that existed before 
they began “ peiting’’ each other is still 
in abeyance. Benny's manager, however, be 
lieves his protégé holds the winning hafd 
over Broad, and is willing to match at the 
same weight, 125 pounds, at 6 o'clock, but 
over a longer distance of ground—say, from 
ten to twenty-five rounds—and as an induce- 
ment is willing the winner take all the “ per- 
simmons.”’ This liberal offer was immedi- 
ately accepted by Joe Macias, Broad’s man- 
ager, and the rival featherweights will in 
all probability come together. 

This looks like an excellent match for St. 
Louis or Louisville. The question of weight 
will not prevent the match being made, as 
Broad claims he can scale in at the figures 
named and still retain his strength to fight 
the cup distance. The supposition of those 
well versed in ring matters was that Broad 
could not train down to 125 pounds, and when 
he signed to meet Yanger at that weight ex- 
perienced judges of pugilists doubted the 
genuineness of the weight conditions as 
called for in the articles of agree- 
ment.

HIGH SCHOOL TEAM TO GO EAST.

New Admission Prices Explained. 


To return to the living from the dead, the 
American league's action in raising its price 
of admission has .~provoked much discussion 
not only in its own circuit but in all cities 
interested in the game. In its intent and in 
the results it will produce the action was 
well taken, but in the method of taking it the 
league is open to criticism. In announcing 
that the league had gone from a 25 toa Ww 
eent basis an erroneous impression is given. 
The enemies of the league—and there are a 
few of them left—will naturally make all 
possible use of it against the league. It will 
be pointed out that the American organiza- 
tion’s platform during its campaign in the 
East contained two middle planks. One of 
these was clean, honegt baseball, the other 
was 25-cont or “ popular priced ’’ baseball. 
In its action at Detroit the league seems to 
have thrown out this last named plank and 
acknowledged it was only a bluff. 


Prices Not Really Advanced. 


The American league, however, has not 
advanced to a 50-cent standard. The details 
of the agreement made at Detroit show that 
the league has simply provided for a greater 
amount of high-class patronage which will 
come to it on account of the increase in its 
playing strength and its acknowledged su- 
premacy in the baseball world. 

The admission prices in the American 
league last year in every city ranged from 
25 cents to 75 cents, according to location. 
Every one knows that. Every one in Chi- 
cago also knows that on every Sunday and. 
holiday and nearly every Saturday last sea- 
son there are not enough accommodations 
at the South Side grounds for the patrons 
who desired 50 and 75 cent seats, and fre- 
quently not enough bleachers to accommo- 
date all the 25-centers.

FOR THE NATIONAL TOURNEY. 


Increase of the Qualifying Number in 
the Amateur Championship to Six- 
ty-four and Reduction of the Qual- 
ifying Round from Thirty-six to 
Eighteen Holes Are Regarded as 
Good Moves—New System of Pairing 
Is Expected to Prove Popular.

OF THE WEEK IN INTEREST. 
®areer of the Son of Joe Patchen, Who 
Lost but One Heat Last Season and 
Was “Laid Up” by His Driver in 
That—How He Came to Get His Name 
=—Trouble Ahead for the Men Who 
Now Control the National Trotting 
Association—Reorganization Likely

The sale of the pacer Dan Patch in this city 
the other day for $2.000 was the most im- 
portant event of the week in horse circles, 
and the general verdict is that the son of Joe 
Patchen, while the figure at which he 
changed hands is high, did not bring more 
than he is worth. 

Dan Patch was clearly the sensational 
pacer of 1901, and the fact that he made the 

rand tour, beginning at Windsor the first 
week in July and ending at Memphis the last 
week in October, winning every race in which 
he started and losing but a single heat, set the 


seal of greatness on him in an indelible man- , 


ner. 

The heat that Dan Patch did not win fell 
to a little hobbled mare called Martha Mar- 
shall. It was in the race at Brighton Beach. 
Previous to that time Dan Patch had started 
only against horses of the 2:15 class, his rec- 
ord the previous season permitting him to 
take part in events of that character, but 
when Brighton was reached all the races of 
that sort the entries to which closed early in 
the season had been contested, and the brown 
horse was booked to meet a much highcr 
class of competitors. 


His Only Losing Heat. 


There was a good deal of speculation 
among the critics as to how he would com- 
port himself in the new company. A mile 
in 2:07% in. his first start of the year at 
Windsor was the best that he had been com- 
pelled to show previous to the Brighton 
meeting. One fast heat does not make a 
pacer, and, as George and others named to 
start at Brighton were known to be capa- 
ble.of miles around 2:06, it was felt that 
the- Westerner would have to be far above 
the*common to beat his field at that place. 

McHenry, although he had stepped the 
pacer a mile over the fast track at Columbus, 
O., a2 few weeks previous in 2:05, was rather 
anmious about the race at Brighton, and de- 
cided to lay his horse up in the opening heat.

‘That night McDowell, who 
was naturally pleased that his mare had 
won a heat, spoke confidently of what she 
would do the next day, ali the horses except 
hefgelf and Dan Patch having gone to the 
barn for not winning a heat fn three. Mc- 
Hénry said nothing at the time, but before 
the start for the final heat he remarked to 
a friend: “I will take that little mare to 
the half-so fast she will be dizzy,” ard he 
Gi@it. The finish was a Walk for the stallion. 

At Boston the following week his race was 
tasy, but at Providence he was sick. The 
track there is a fast one. All the night pre- 
vious to the race Dan was coughing and 
hig temperature was high. The Boston con- 
tingent was sure Mazette would win and they 
backed her. Inthe opening heat Dan stepped 
the mile in 2:04%, as if-it were an exercise 
mile, but it ‘took his life,” as horsemen 
say, to come back in 2:074%. A good many 
people thought he was done, but he won the 
third heat, in about.the same time. Hart- 
ford saw him again an.easy winner, and then. 
the stallion came West, closing the season by 
brilliant victories at Lexington and Memphis.

Hostility to the National. | 


Mr. J. Malcolm Forbes, the Boston million- 
aire who is famous as a breeder and owner 
of fast trotters, has declined to act as an 
officer of the National Trotting association. 
At the recent biennial congress of that or- 
ganization, held in New York, it was an- 
nounced with a flourish of trumpets that 
Mr. Forbes had been chosen, but it seems 
this was done entirely without the Boston 
man’s knowledge, and he promptly repudi- 
ated the action. 4 
*This action on the part of Mr. Forbes is 
balm to the element—composed principally 
of the managers of the grand eircuit tracks— 
that is fighting the National Trotting asso- 
ciation as at present conducted. There isno 
doubt the present feeling will crystallize in 
the formation of an organization on the lines 
of the English Jockey club, and, in fact, 
operations with that end in view are already 
under way. It is proposed to have the grand 
circuit tracks—Detroit, Cleveland, Colum- 
bus, Buffalo, New York City, Glens Falls, 
Syracuse, Boston, Providence, Hartford, and 
Terre Haute—organize for their own protec- 
tion without reference to elther the National 
or American associations. Then invitations 
to a few outside tracks of sifficient caliber 
will be issued. These will include the Oak- 
ley course at Cincinnati, owned by A. J. 
‘Welch, whose other track, at Hartford, is a 
member of the grand circuit; the Lexington

T is not often that rea] tragedy, in the 
way of actual death, takes place on the 
stage, yet there have been some par- 
ticularly pathetic cases, just now brought 
more forcibly to mind by the tragic tak- 

ing off of a young actress at the Lyceum 
Theater in Birmingham, who last week, as 
she went on the stage to sing ‘‘ Dolly Grey,” 
the refrain of which is ‘‘ Good-by, Dolly, I 
must leave you, though it breaks my heart 
to go,”’ fell forward on to the footlights dead. 


In looking over stage history it is found 
that the first instance on record of death 
actually upon the stage occurred in 1735, 
when an actor named‘ William Bond, who 
took the part of Lusignan in Voltaire’s 
“Zaire,” expired in full view of the audi- 
ence. His acting of the old Christian was 
superb, and in the second act, on disgover- 
ing his long-lost children, he fainted away. 
The audience, thinking it to be a magnificent 


piece of acting, redowbied their applause and ~ 


the house rang with cries of “ Bravo! 
Bravo!’ He remained in that state so long, 
however, that both actors and spectators 
became uneasy. He was raised from the 
floor and with difficulty uttered the next 
lines of his part, which, prophetically it 
would seem, chanced to be “.My son! My 
daughter! Lost in embracing you, I would 
now die, lest this should prove a dream!” 
and died with the last gasp of the lines. |

Stepping forward a 
few feet she improvised a series of graces 
and shakes with such power, resonance, and 
brilliancy. as caused the whole audience to 
involuntarily rise and cheer vehemently. 
Never was there a greater triumph. When 
the enthusiasm was at its height Malibran 
staggered off the stage and fell senseless in 
the wings. She lingered a few weeks and 
died at the early age of 29. j 

In the United States the most recent of the 
few deaths which have occurred on the stage 
is that of Ethel Marlowe, who dropped dead 
on the. stage of the Knickerbocker Theater 
in New York on Nov. 16, 1898, while playing 
a prominent part in “‘ The Christian” in 
Viola Allen’s company. She belonged to an 
old theatrical family and was only 28 years 
old at the time of her death.

HE WILDERNESS not having 

proved a success at the Empire 
Theater has been taken off and

The latter is an adaptation by 
a Louls N. Parker from the Ger- 
man of Ludwig Fulda. Itis what is called in 
the profession a shape ’”’ play—that is, cos- 
tumes not of the present day are worn and 
the trousers are in the nature of tights. The 
period is the sixteenth century, the place 4 
villa near Padua in Italy. One scene runs 
through the four acts, but it is an exceptional- 
ly effective scene, and as we get it by day- 
light, moonlight, and candlelight, and also 
at dusk with the red glow of the sunset over 
it, we cannot complain, even if we wanted 
to, of monotony. As the play is a sixteenth 
century play, I cannot imagine why Mr. 
Parker put it into such modern English. In 
fact, the Engtish is not only modern but 
it is slangy.

OF DRUNKARDS. 


Names of Chicago Men Who Drink 
to Be Gathered by Salva- 
tion Army. 


a drunkard’s directory. 

Major John Sammons, General 
Secretary of the Midland Province, 
; is the originator of the scheme. He 
began collecting names in Kansas City as 
soon as the Western harvest season closed. 
He took’ in the more important Missouri 
towns, finishing with St. Louis. He has 
just started in Chicago. 

What the Salvation Army wants to know 
is how many persons have to be helped be- 
cause they are drunkards? 

Major Sammons says a drunkard is a man 
who prefers beer to water with his dinner. 

It was suggested that, going upon this 
basis, the army would find drunkards to be 
in the majority. 

“No, indeed,” declared the officer. ‘‘ Less 
than one-third of the men we help drink. 
And all but 10 per. cent, I believe, could be 
kept away from the stuff if we could get a 


good .chance.to straighten them out once../ 


Laek of funds embarrasses us. If we had 
a _— where we could send t 
thém, get them sober, and.maké them self- 
supporting. I think, they would be reformed 
far good. All of them tell me they know 
there’s nothing in drinking.”’ 

“Will your directory of drunkards be pub- 
lished ?’’ 

“No, sir. We know what that would 
mean. Some lodger stole a book in which 
one of the soldiers had a partial list of some 


of the drunkards in St. Joseph, and thethief 


sold the list to a liquor dealer. He sent an 
agent up to the barracks and as each 
drunkard came out in the morning he was 
‘roped in.” He was taken up to the shop 
of thi¢ dealer and promised six glasses of 
beer, half a pint of whisky, and two meals 
to act as sandwich man for a gay. For 
twelve hours they rolled about the town in- 
toxicated, bearing signs advertising some 
special brand of rye. Nearly all had to 
go to the rock pile. But it was a lesson to 
them.”’ 

Major Sammone hasn't completed his 
plans for reformation. But he is certain 
that he can pick out a big percentage of 
the drunkards, who will turn into good citi- 
zens. 

** I don't believe in drink cures, as they are 
generally understood,” said he, ‘“* Faith 
in Jesus Christ is the only thing that will 
save a man. The ‘cures’ may save some 
people for a time, but those with whom we 
come in contact haven’t the money for that 
sort of treatment. Then, too, they have 
been kicked and cuffed about the world so 
much that they haven't the courage to fight 
out the battle. For that reason we intend 
to have two or three drunkards go around 


together. Each will lend strength to the 


other.”’ 

** But if one weaken all will fall.”’ 

“Yes, I know,” answered the Major, 
thoughtfully. ‘‘ But that is the best plan 
we have yet.’”’.. 

While the directories are not to be pub- 
lished they are to be printed and sent to all 
Salvation Army barracks. Thus, if John 
X. Smith is down as a drunkard in Chicago 
and he shows up sober in Boston, New 
Orleans, and San Francisco, his name will 
be rubbed from the blue book. ‘Then the 


Army will recommend him as a sober man 


in case it finds employment for him. 

** He might change his name at each place.” 

“I suppose so,” said the Major, rubbing 
a lead pencil over a place where white 
threads showed in the braid on his coat. 
“ But he wou'dn’t do it more than twice in 
one city. Our soldiers are sharp—sharper 
than any hotel clerks. They catch on quick. 
And the lodgers know if they decieve us we 
will not heipthem. I don’t look for amy trou- 
bie in that direction.”’

It has been the general impression for some 
little time that it was only a question of 
time before the loop would become inade- 
quate to meet the demands made upon it, 
and it has likewise been the belief that the 
only practicable relief is to be found.in the 
extension to Polk street. The Metropolitan 
road says the loop is now inadequate to the 
demand made upon it, and gives this as one 
of the principal reasons for constructing its 
new terminal. The loop officials dispute 
this, claiming that only about 75 per cent 
of the capacity of the loop is used. What- 
ever may be the outcome of the promiised 
interesting contention between the two cor- 
porations, it does not appear that the Metro-

BANNER WEEK OF THE YEAR. 


Total Transfers for Week Near $4,000,- 
000, Being Largest of Year—Some 
of More Notable Transactions. 


| Outside of the purchase of the Metropolitan 


Elevated railway company and the sale 
of the Ayer property, there was no city 
transaction of special importance. Never- 
theless, there was much doing in the aggre- 
gate, as is shown by the recorded transac- 
tions of the week, which for the city reached 
the large number of 435, with a total consid- 
eration of $3,689,408.

He employed a secret detective to watch 
his enemy so that he could thwart all his 
movements, and when the victim put up for 
one of the local councils he, although he 
hated the canvassing, set up against him.

And the cause 
of this expensive revenge was nothing more 
than a trifling quarrel over a one-acre field. 


War in the Iron Trade. 


The costly revenge that one firm engaged 
in the iron trade took upon another in 1895 
will always find a place in the annals of 
British trade. Both firms were engaged in 
the same class of work, and one chanced to 
clash with the other over the exportation 
of their goods, which so enraged the first 
firm that they determined to be revenged, 
however great the cost. . 

They began by buying up all the smelting 
coal they could procure at a cost of $375,000, 
but as this did not ruin the other firm they 
tried to copy their rival’s goods, and sold 
them in America at a loss of $1,500 a day. 
The opposing firm still held out doggedly, 
however, and at last the revengeful parties, 
unable to stand this serious drain upon 
their resources, decided to give up the game 
as not being worth 'the candle. This, how- 
ever, was only done when their revenge 
had cost them over $1,250,000. 


Solicitor’s Revenge on Parson. 


Some years ago a country solicitor accused 
a neighboring parson of preaching at him 
from the pulpit, and immediately thirsted 
for revenge. Unable to obtain satisfaction 
in the ordinary way, he erected an enormous 
‘boarding in a field he owned at the back of 
the vicarage, which naturally aroused the 
ire of the cleric, who, however, doggedly 
refused to*betray his annoyance. 

The solicitor next approached the owner 
of the land on which the vicarage stood and 
bought the pro y from him, thereby be- 
‘ing able to turn enemy out, The latter 
then built hitmself a house near the church, 
but the solicitor did not intend to let mat- 
ters drop, so purchased the ground that 
separated the house from the church. This 
he closed to the public, and the vicar had to 
take a circuitous route to reach the church, 
which meant a quarter of an hour’s walk. 
|} Not till the solicitor found that his revenge 
had cost him $30,000 did he abandon the 
struggle. 
- It is hard to understand any one taking 
revenge upon a government, but a Spaniard, 
a well known merchant, for some years 
fought the Argentine republic. He was em- 
ployed by that government until for some 
reason or other he was dismissed. He then 
vowed vengeance against the whole coun- 
try and spent $200,000 in endeavoring to 
thwart Argentine commerce in every way 
possible. When this sum was exhausted he 
formed a band of gauchos to rob people on 
the highway, pull up the railways, and make 
things generally uncomfortable for all resi- 
dents in the republic. It ended in his being 
captured and sentenced to imprisonment for 
life, so one may conclude that at the price 
his revenge was rather dearly bought.

The former country must buy a good 
deal of wheat still, and, in spite of the de- 
cline, has been a willing buyer here. The 
Danube is full of corn and is offering freely.”’ 

“We seem to be bulling*corn and oats,’’ 
said 8S. B. Cadow, “ because wheat is strong 
on crop damage talk, and of course if the 
wheat crop is ruined there will be a smaller 
acreage in corn and oats.”’ 

Australian wheat shipments for the week 
were 896,000 bu, compared with 960,000 bu 
the previous week and 392,000 bu the cor- 
responding week last year. 

“I feel strong on wheat,” said George 8. 
McReynolds. “To me the’strongest factor 
in the market is the situation in the North- 
west. Minneapolis millers are paying 4c to 
%c over May for No. 1 Northern wheat on 
track. The movement to Minneapolis and 
Duluth: has fallen off sharply, farmers’ de- 
liveries are small, and the stock in the ele- 
vators in the Northwest has been sharply 
reduced. May wheat in Minneapolis is now 
less than 3c discount under Chicago. As to 
the actual situation in the Southwest, it is 
a little early to determine. There seems to 
be no question, however, of the fact that in 
large sections of the winter wheat belt the 
plant went into winter quarters in a com- 
paratively weak and feeble condition, Fur- 
thermore, the deficiency in the rainfall for 
the last twelve months over the entire win- 
ter wheat belt is remarkable. It will take 
a little warm, growing weather to demon- 
strate the amount of damage.”’ 

One shipper is morally and absolutely cer- 
tain that there is no good demand for corn 
from New England. His clerk, through a mis- 
take offered New England jobbers No. 3 corn 
at Tic over May, the oats price, when lowest 
limits on corn have been 8cover. There was 
just one acceptance, for three cars, and the 
jobber let the shipper off on that when he 
found a mistake had been made, showing he 
was not particularly anxious for the corn. 

English farmers’ deliveries of wheat 
brought an average price of 1%c for the week, 
a decline of \%c from the previous week. 


, Do Uot Reduce Crop Estimate. 


“ We have seen no reason to change our 
estimate of the spring wheat crop of the 
three Northwestern States as around 200,- 
000,000 bu,”” said James Pettit of the Peavey 
Grain company. “In fact, that is probably 
as close an estimate as could be made. Nor 
have we reduced our estimate of 35 per cent 
of the crép back in farmers’ hands. That is 
more likely to be too low than too high. We 
learn from our Kansas City office that in- 
vestigation has shown the snow protection 
in Kansas covered a larger area than gen- 
erally supposed and that present prospects 
point to the raising of 90 per cent of a crop. 
And that means a good deal of wheat in 
Kansas.”’ ; 

Kansas City wired McReynolds: ‘“ Dam- 
age reports continue to come. No rain yes- 
terday where needed, none in sight, high 
winds and dust storms all over Kansas and 
Oklahoma.”’ 

“ There is a little inquiry for wheat for ex- 
port,” said C. B. Pierce, “ but thereis plenty 
of stuff at the seaboard which can be sold for 
lower prices than anything can be shipped 
out of here.” 

“Never in the history of the Board of 
Trade as far back as I am familiar with it,”’ 
said Captain Denis Sullivan, “ has the grain 
trade been as dull with the vessel interests 
as this season. There is not a bushel of cory 
and oats in vessel storage, and little wheat, 
and that is all taken, with the privilege of 
loading back into the elevators.”’

The work of the Dore School, the first Chi- 
cago public school to do anything for deaf 
students, began as far back as 1875.

The oral system was not introduced into the 
public schools, however, until 1896, when its 
present head was requested to take charge. 
It came then as the result of proved and suc- 
cessful endeavor. The beginning of this work 
lies a jong way back, but was simple... 
wt 
Beginning of Oral Instruction. 

Over twenty years ago Miss Mary T. Mc- 
Cowen, present supervising principal of all 
the deaf work in the public schools of Chi- 
cago, rented a cot.age in Englewood and set 
to work upon an experiment which lay close 
‘to the motherly heart which loves all chil- 
dren. For many years Miss McCowen had 
taught the manual system to deaf children; 
she believed that, incomparably better than 
no training as was this system, it was yet 
incomparably less sufficient and adequate 
than the new method which she was just 
then formulating. This system was nothing 
more nor less than the beginning, the foun- 
dation, of the oral system now in such gen- 
eral use in America. By commencing with 
the tiny child, the child who, even if en- 
dowed with normal hearing, would not have 
commenced to use or even understand 


' speech, Miss McCowen believes that the con- 


genitally deaf child may be taught to miss 
the absent hearing but little. 

“ How to teach them?’’ she counter-ques- 
tions, smiling, when this problem is present- 
ed for her elucidation. ‘‘ Why, just as you 
would teach a hearing baby. Say the word 
over and over and over again, always asso- 
clating the name of a thing with the thing 
itself, and call attention at the same time to 
the proper manner of producing it. Once let 
the child get some idea of what speech 
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my 
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means, of the knowledge of speech, and the 
-battle is half won. 
“To teach reading, writing, or any other 
study or subject is simple after that. The 
main necessity is to begin while the non- 
hearing child is young—before it has learned 
that 4t is different from other children, be- 


fore it begins to suffer because of this knowl... 


edge.”’ 

In the McCowen School, Englewood, are 
now thirty-five children who are being pre- 
pared for the deaf departments of the Chi- 
cago and other public schools, for a useful 
life generally. One child is from Texas, one 
from Maine, one from California, others 
from nearly every part of America. Some 
are from rich families, some from poor. All 


are being taught to read, to thiua, ana-to 
talk. Were sufficient money and better quar- 
ters, a more complete equipment, forth- 
coming the work might be extended indefi-

There is one feature about the serum 
that recomihends it even to the opponents 


of this-«method of treatment... It is absolute-_ 


ly non-dangerous. Professor von Leyden 
distills it from the blood of youthful indi- 
viduals only after rigid inquiry into their 
health and family records. : Victims of hered- 
itary diseases or other ailments besides scar- 
let fever are, of course, not wanted, as inocu- 
lation by their blood might prove disastrous. 

I bad abundant opportunity for observing 
the inoculated persons. Not one seemed 
to experience any additional sufferings in 
cenjunction with the improvement in their 
condition. As stated, all were doing well, 
and there are ho bad after effects whatever, 
even in cases where double the quantity of 
serum was applied. 


May. Be Cure -for -Measles. | 

Every physician and every mother has rea- 
eon to rejoice in the experiments as far as 
they go, for, think of it, with all our progress 
we know absolutely nothing definite about 
the causes of scarlet fever and measles, the 
most common of infectious diseases. The 
only thing we do know for certain is the an- 
noying fact that animals generally used for 
experimental purposes are immune against 
these @iseases. They cannot be inoculated 
with them, and, consequently, cannot act 
as barometers of the cure. — 

This, at the outeet, made investigation 
difficult, almost impossible. Scarlet and 
measles could not be fought as Behring and 
Roux fought @iphtheria, for we do not know 


-- what is underlying these diseases. Pro- 


fessor Leyden had to feel his way in the 
dark, though, of course, his preiiminary 
eteps were more or less influenced by meth- 
ods. now adopted by all scientists. 

Artificial: immunity being ‘impoesible of 
achievement, natural conditions, resting in 
the blood of the convalescent, had to be util- 
ized. This, of course, restri investiga- 
tion, for the bloed obtainablé from a sick 
person is only 5 per cent of the quantity that 
can be drawn from any of the larger experi- 


genta! animais. Besides, as stated, only a 
few select individuals could be utilized for 
biood letting, and these.had to be treated 
like the proverbial “ raw egg” in order that 
the process could not possibly affect their 
health. 

_ It is not to be wondered at, then, that it 
took several years to achieve the results de- 
ecribed—several years of continuous experi- 


menting under the leadership of one of the . 


greatest of contemporary medical investi- 
gators. | | 
To Experiment’ Further. 
‘Professor von Leyden and his first assist- 
ant, Dr. Blumenthal, will not talk about the 


 gearlet serum except with the. utmost re- 


serve. The professor states—and his state- 
ment is corroborated by my personal obser- 
vations—that in every case experimented on 
the considerable fever ceased a few hours 
after inoculation, and that, as a consequence 
of the abatement of fever, the illness took a

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turn for the better from that time on.- fidently expected. He told mehefeltithis as these are largely caused by the fever. I 


“ But,” added Dr. von Leyden, “ whether 
this was due to my serum or to other fa- 
vorable circumstances cannot be definitely 
decided until our experiments cover at least 
a thousand cases.” 

This modesty on the part of the discoverer 
is certainly noteworthy in our time of 
brass and advertising. As a matter of fact, 
Professor von Leyden, though extremely 
hopeful, wil] not ask practitioners in general 
to use the serum untilithe records of a thou- 
sand cases of scarlet fever treated with 
serum have beén compared with another 
thousand that were subject to ordinary 
treatment.

All the gentlemen responded and ft is to be 
hoped that the thousand cases, necessary for 
&@ preliminary examination, may be reached 
by the end of the spring. Meanwhile several 
well known Vienna physicians have taken 
up the studies and are advising Von Leyden 
as to their observations and the results of the 
treatment given. 

As soon as all reports are in Profesgor von 
Leyden will submit the consensus of opinion 
and the records to a jury of international 
medical celebrities, who will decide whether 

the serum shall be placed within reach of 
ordinary practitioners or not. If the decision 
favors’. Professor von Leyden's theory, 
mothers in all parts of the world will have 
geod reason for thanksgiving, for scarlet 
fewer and measies will then, indeed, have — 
lost their terrors.

Tt was efx years later that an official look- 
ing envelope was delivered at the Delbert 
residence in Paris. Inside was a letter from 
@ New York firm of lawyers, inclosing a 
copy of the will of one Robert Crawford, 
formerly of New York City, who had died 


five weeks before in Sicily. By the terms of 


the will Elise Delbert, the elder of the sis- 


‘fers, who in the meantime had become Mme. 


Humbert, was named as sole heir of the 
Geceased to an estate valued at $20,000,000, 
the only condition being that she should set 
aside a sum of $500,000 to serve as a dowry 
for her sister at her marriage. “ Owing 
nothing,”’ wrote the testator, “to my kith 
and kin, it affords me the keenest pleasure, 
as death approaches, to give this proof ofan 
old man’s gratitude for kindness at the hands 
of a stranger.’’ 

The heiress to the Crawford estates had 
mot secured control of the property when she 
Was called upon by the Crawford brothers, 
who produced a will of even date with the 
one in her possession, leaving the entire 
estate to.tiiem. Both wills were signed by 
the same man and witnessed but not at- 
tested in any formal way. 


Proposal by Heirs at Law. 


The nephews of the testator represented to 
Wime. Humbert that they were in a position 
to nullify both wills by taking the affair into 
the courts. Then they would inherit as next 
of kin and deprive Mme. Humbert of all her 
share in the estate. Ingtead of this, ery: 
they proposed a compromise, which was to be 
reached by mutual agreement and which was 
not to be recorded in a formai way. Mme. 
Humbert was to pay each of them $600,000 


“out of the estate in return for which they 
claims 


would relinquish all to their uncle’s 


fortune. 

The agreement was made in the form of 
letters, and it was stipulated that as soon as 
Mme. Humbert had paid the $1,200,000 she 
should receive the entire estate. Mme. 
Humbert was not a rich woman at that time 
and could not secure so large a sum at a mo- 
ment’s notice. 


Agreement Goes Into Court.. 
The brothers refused to allow her to touch 


the estate until they had been paid their 
gheare. This precipitated the first complica-

tion, and the courts were appealed to to 
adjust the difficulty. From that day to the 
present time the litigation has dragged 
along, first with one set of lawyers and then 
with another. 

The first stage of the case extended over 
seven years without a definite settlement 


being reached. Then a new and peculiar * 


feature developed in the case. The Crawford 
brothers entered into another peculiar ar- 
rangement with Mme. Humbert regarding 
the custody of the bulk of the estate. 


Let Woman Guard Wealth. 


They insisted that Mme. Humbert should 
be constituted and recognized as the sole 
custodian of the inheritance during what- 
ever period might be necessary for the ac- 
complishment of all the legal f alities 
preliminary to her entering upon full enjoy- 
ment of the fortune. Instead of asking the 
courts to appoint a guardian or administra- 
tor of the estate to whom should be turned 
over, for the time being, all the stocks, 
bonds, and moneys constituting the enor- 
mous property, they exacted that the trunk 
containing all the securities and cash should 
be given into the care of the lady, to whom 
the elder of the brothers said: 

“You yourself shall be literally the pos- 
sessor of these millions, but you shall not 
touch them until all the necessary formali- 
ties are complied with. The greater part of 
my uncle’s fortune is invested in French 
government bonds. You must not disclose to 
any human being the issue number of any 
of these securities. 

“If the settlement of this case should be 
prolonged in any way it shall be your duty, 
once every three months, to cut the quarter- 
ly coupons from these bonds. This shall be 
done in your home, in our presence, or in the 
presence of any one whom we shall desig- 
nate as our representative. 
money received from these coupons shall be 
employed for the purchase of other securi- 
ties. But you must never reveal to any one 
the name of the broker through whom you 
transact such negotiations. * 

“If you violate a single one of these con- 
ditions you shall forfeit all your interest in 
the estate of the late Robert Crawford and 
the entire succession will revert to us.’’ 

Mme. Humbert, with the sanction of her 
attorney, assented to all these conditions, 
and signed the agreement accordingly. 

It was not until May, 1896, that Mme. Hum- 
bert was able to secure from the courts per- 
mission to take the $1,200,000 from the es- 
tate and pay it over to the Crawford heirs 
in accordance with her agreement with 
them, and when she did secure the order it 
was immediately attacked by the Craw- 
fords. Three years ago the higher courts 
confirmed this ruling, but as yet Mme. Hum-

bert has not secured absolute possession of 
her inheritance. 


Long Fight Rouses Suspicion. 

Why she has not done so is hard to ex- 
plain, and various reasons of a purely specu- 
lative nature are advanced, It is said that 
she does not want to break with the Craw- 
fords, who have always been considerate; 
that the elder brother, Henry, has secured 
a sort of hypnotic influence over hér, and 
lastiy it is suggested that for some occult 
reason the Crawfords are persons who were 
originally engaged by her to complicate af- 
fairs for reasons best known to herself, and 
that they have acted throughout entirely un- 
der her direction and control. 


Men Never Seen in Court. 


The Crawfords have never been seen in 
court and the lawyer who is said to have 
drawn the first agreement is dead, ) 
domicile of the Crawfords has never béen 
definitely fixed. Many lawyers have handled 
the case at various stages and some have 
dropped it when unable to learn all they de- 
sired to know concerning the principals. 
The present Premier, Mr. Waldeck-Rous- 
seau, was at one time interested in the affair, 


as was a relative of Mme. Humbert, who was | 


likewise a member of the Freycinet Cabinet. 


May Be Phantom Estate. 


The existence of any estate at all has been 
questioned by implication in some of the 
trials and fraud has been hinted repeatedly. 
The reasons given for suspecting the entire 
will case of being a pure fabrication are 
given by current rumor as follows: 

At the time of the alleged death of the 
alleged Robert Crawford Sr., Mme. Hum- 
bert was far from being a rich woman. To- 
day she owns several valuable properties, 
including a superb house at 9 Avenue de la 
Grande Armee, and another house in the 
Avenue Victor Hugo, both in the City of 
Paris, besides a seashore residence, and a 
princely chateau in the Touraine district. 

How could she have purchased these ex- 
pensive properties since it is admitted that 
up to the present time she has not been 
able to touch a penny of the alleged Crawford 
legacy? 

To this, rumor says, on the strength of her 
supposed prospective fortune, Mme. Humbert 
has succeeded in borrowing $2,000,000. That 


is the precise figure that she is credited with |. 


having negotiated, all the various and dis- 
tinct rumors being unanimous in fixing the 
sum. 

When the Department of Justice undertakes 
to collect a tax of $2,400,000 on the Craw- 
ford estate the facts will become known. 
It may be that the estate will be found and 
it may be that it will not.

Bonds in 
‘g surety company mean something, but a 
young man’s face means quite as much. As 
between two young men, one of whom is 
quick, active, shrewd, and adaptable, yet 
with that hidden something in his face that 
thallenges confidence, and that other young 
‘man with honesty in his face, but with some 
ef the earmarks of the plodder in him, we 
have no hesitation in a choice. We take the 
honest man. No surety company could make 
good the discrepancy that exists between 

two such men.” « 

Cash Register Only an Aid. 

“The cash register?’ repeated the pro- 
prietor of a retail house in Madison street. 
* One half-sentence in the Lord’s Prayer 
defines its sociological position: ‘ Lead us not 
into temptation.’ 

“TI believe that my men are honest. I 
wouldn’t have hired one of them if I had not 
been reasonably sure of the belief. But there 
is a great measure of truth in the aphorism 
that ‘ opportunity makes the thief.’ A man 
may be honest and yet weak. Why should 
I leave an unnecessary temptation in the 
way of any man? If a man who is honest 
in widest measure comes to me for a position 
he finds a cash register as an office fixture, 
It is a convenient place for money. It is 
here when he comes and it is no refiection 
upon his character. But in time of possible 
temptation it becomes a stay to his instabil- 
ity.” 

Time Clock Too Mechanical. 

“As to the time-clock,” said the time- 
keeper of a great wholesale house in Adams 
street, which numbers its employés by hun- 
dreds, “the clock has a feature that on the 
face of it is bad. .If a man comes in at 8 
* o'clock in the merning, takes one hour for 
noon, and remains till 5:30 in the evening, 
these facts cannot show whether in those 
hours he has done his whole duty. And just 
there fs the possibility that a certain class 


._ of men who, left to themselves, would be 


gonscientiously exact in their duties are im- 
spelled to shirk when occasion offers. 

“ But, after all, timekeeping is a recognized 
necessity in any business. If an employer 
has three men and has a fixed number of 
hours in which they shall work, every man 
so employed knows that he is under the su- 
pervision of his employer. However, if the 
employer has 3,000 men he cannot keep 
track of the time; his heads of departments 
ean’t;: no reasonable number of timekeepers 
ean do so. Not only a time-clock but clocks 
by the dozen are necessary, for the most 
conscientious individual knows that in the 
great masses of men is a large element which 
must be watched and supervised in order 
to keep it up to the scratch of effectiveness. 
Three thousand men coming to work on an 
average of only two minutes late for one day 
Would mean the loss of more than twelve 
working days to the employer. ° 


Does Even Justice to All. 


“The time-clock has been accepted, how- 
ever. When they were first introduced in 


ithis house many old employés protested. 


The facts were made plain to them, however. 
SEmployés here are going out to luncheon, for

Bung Loo, Chinese 


Lottery, Policy’s Strong Rival 


me Despite Unfavorable Odds. 
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THE IWCKET 


UNG LOO, or the “ Chinese game,’’ as 
it is called, which, along with policy, 
has been the subject of investigation 
by the March grand jury, has become 
known in Chicago almost within the 

last year. Its fascinations are such that it 
has largely supplanted policy, and the for- 
mer followers of ‘ 4-11-44," ‘“‘ dead man’s 
row,” “oyster row,’ and the various other 
rows of the policy fiend, are now trying to 
pick ten numbers to yield a $400 return from 
an investment of 10 cents. 

Like policy, bung loo derives its support 
largely from the poorer classes, to whom 
the prospect of large winnings from a small 
bank roll appeals, and to whom the enor- 
mous mathemAitical odds against the player 
does not appeal. 

The prospective winnings in bung loo are 
on a graded scale varying from 20 cents to 


lag. 


$400 on a minimum play of 10 cents, which is. 


the usual amount risked. With eighty num- 
bers to select from, the player marks ten on 
a ticket which he receives.as a receipt, the 
company keeping one and the agent another. 
Twenty numbers of this eighty ‘‘ come out,” 
and from this the profits are based. A 10- 
cent ticket pays as follows and larger tickets 


in proportion: 
Five numbers....§ .20' Eight numbers..$ 80 

1.60 Nine numbers... 
16.00 Ten numbers,... 400.00 


ix numbers ....

As there are eighty numbérs, of whica

to select only ten, his natural percentage 
would be 2%, with geometrical progression 


odds against each succeeding number. 
Twenty cents is frequently secured, $1.40 
less often, and the higher amounts rarely. 
Stories are told of those who have won $400, 
but such winners are usually difficult to lo- 
cate personally. The large profits can be 
imagined from the fact that agents, of whom 
there are more than 100 in the city, receive 
a commission of 20 per cent gross. 

As to the honesty of the drawings, which 
are conducted twice daily in a large room 
over a State street saloon in the levee dis- 
trict, there apparently has never been any 
question, because the natural odds against 
the player are so strong the company can 
afford to run squarely. Any player known 
to one of the many agents scattered about 
the city is allowed to make the drawings 
himself if he is at all skeptical, and usually 
from 200 to 500 persons congregate to watch 
the proceeding. — 


How the Drawings Are Made. 


In a large glass jar are placed eighty hol- 
low rubber tubes about two inches long. 
Within these tubes are rolled up pieces of 
paper on which are placed the figures. Four 
smaller jars are used as receptacles by the 
person making the drawing, who takes out 
four tubes at a time from the larger jar, 
dropping one each into the four smaller, 
repeating the proceeding until the eighty 


s7i Slasiszies 
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are drawn... With twenty tubes apiece in 
each, four tubes are again placed in the 
big jar corresponding to the numbers of 
the four smaller glass jars. From these is 
drawn the tube which indicates the jar 
cfntaining the winning numbers for that 
drawing. 

This final choosing of the winning jar also 
is made the subject of betting by the motley 
crowd of whites and blacks which gathers to 
watch the drawing. A few Chinese usually 
are present, but the Phoenix company, as 
the concern operating the game is called, 
has comparatively few players among the 
Chinese, who play another game operated 
in the city in which the symbols denoting 
the figures are in Chinese hieroglyphics. 

The sample ticket reproduced represents 
a return to the playesg of 20 cents. The 103 
in the right hand corner represents the num- 
ber of the drawing. The 10 cents in the 
upper left hand corner represents .the 
amount paid. The number at the lower 
left hand corner the number of the agency, 
and the letters the player’s initial, few 
players giving their full names because the 
game is against the law. 

The ticket with the twenty holes punched 
out shows the winning numbers and is fur- 
nfshed players, who, by placing it directly 
over their receipt ticket, can see at a glance 
how many black marks show through and 
whether they have guessed enough right to 
win. Generally they have not.

WHICH TO DO GOOD? 


It Will Pension a Widow with Five 
Children Until Family Becomes 
| Self-Supporting. 


IVE HUNDRED and thirty dollars 

will not go far with any member of a 

family which has a bank account 

in five or six or seven figures. It will 

not show London, Paris, and Berlin to 
the student who has saved and schemed to 
the end of seeing them as the finishing of an 
education. 

But $530 in the hands of Miss Alice C. Witl- 
Jard, superintendent of the central station 
of the Bureau of Charities, will pension a 
self-respecting widow, her aged mother, and 
five children for the three years necessary 
before an 1l-year-old boy can go to work, ard 
before a 14-year-old boy, who lust his hand 
in a box factory a few weeks agu, can be 
equipped for office, work that will command 
an appreciable inéome. 

Behind this story of the need of $530 is an- 
other story of pathos which illustrates why, 
of the three great virtues of faith, hope, and 


charity, the greatest of these is charity.”’ 


It was on Dec. 21 last that the Bureau of 
Chariites had a report of a family in great 
want, living in the Bohemian district of Chi- 
cago. The husband had pneumonéa. The 
wife was worn out with watching. An 
mother of the wife’s was a care, added tothe 
“ere of the five children. Would the bureau 

elp? 

It tried to help. It sent a visitor to the 
number given, but the family could not be 
found. The visitor searched the whole 
neighborhood, and went again and again, day 
after day. Finally on Dec. 31, ten days after 
notification, the bureau’s visitor found the 
needy ones. But a great change had come 
upon the family. 

The father, reported ill of pneumonia, was 
dead and buried in a pauper’s grave. 

A son, 14 years old, who had been in school 
until his father’s death, had been taken from 
his books and put to work in a box factory. 
This boy lay in bed, moaning from the pain 
that came from having his left hand torn off 
in a box machine three days before. 


Grief of Heart-Broken Mother. 


The mother—intelligent, gentle, and re- 
fined, but frail and worn, heart-broken, and 
despondent—sat, red-eyed, nursing her sor- 
row. Only the barest necessities of furniture 
were in the house. There was no food 
adapted to the needs of the two youngest 
girle, 4 years and 1 year old. There was 
scarcely any fire, and outside the mercury 
registered close to zero. In the three small 
rooms in the rear of a poor tenement this 
was the picture of misery which confronted 
the bureau visitor. ¢ 

The story came in broken English and by 
means of an interpreter. The family had 
lived in the same rooms for three years, pay- 
ing $6 a month as rent. The earnings of the 
father had been sufficient to keep them all 
in modest comfort, and the two boys, aged 
14 and 11 years, had been kept in school. 
Another boy was 6 years old and the two 
girls were 4 years and 1 year old. There 
was room for the aged grandmother, too, and 
all enjoyed the common comforts that be- 
longed ot their walk in life. 

Then the father fell sick. With a family 
of eight to support savings had not been 
possible, and the family purse was soon de- 
pleted. Bravely the 14-year-old son offered 
to work for the family support. He found 
employment at $3 a week; his 11-year-old 
brother would have turned earner, too, only 
for tf State statute which forbids. And 
while the boy worked for the family good 
the father died, and almost before the body 
was buried a mischance threw the boy’s left 
hand into a piece of complicated machinery 
and it was torn off in an instant. 

This was the last overwhelming misfor- 
tune to the widow. She was prostrated, ut- 
terly unable to work. Here and there a 


neighbor, almost as poor as herself, 


shared with her. They closed the eyes of 
the dead husband. They dressed the man- 
gied hand of the boy. They bathed and 


cared for the baby, which could not know « 


its loss. But the means of these charitable 
ones were soon exhausted, and dumb and 
almost stoical the mother had settled back, 
hopeless, when the good angel of Chicago 
charity came and brought hope and per- 
haps faith in her train. , 

The mother is Bohemian, speaking not a 
word’ of English. Her face is clear-cut, 
gentle, and refined, and charity, as the dole 
of a general public, has distressed her. She 
cannot care for an aged mother and two 
babes and do any kind of work taking her 
from home. Physically she is unable to do 
washing or ironing. 


Where Charity May Step In. 


So charity has been doing for them. Not 
only has it been doing, but it has been plan- 
ning to do, and this is the scheme: 

Cook County has been doing something 
through the County Agent, furnishing sup- 
plies, and it is willing to do. The church 
with which the family is connected is seeing 
that clothing is supplied to them. Three 
women have become interested in the fam- 
ily and have given $20, $25, and $50, 
which is going to the family in pension pay- 
ments of $4 a week. Four dollars a week 
for three years is $624, and with the $95 in 
hand, $529—to be.absolutely accurate—is 
needed to save this family from starvation 
on one side and from the pauperizing influ- 
encés that go so certainly with the abun- 
dance of a misguided public sympathy. 

The boy who lost his hand has been re- 
turned to school. Only a few days ago was 
he able to return because of the pain of 
severed bones and muscles. He is hand- 
some, quick, and intelligent, and the plan 
is to keep him in schoo! until he is 17 years 
old. Then a patron will stand ready to put 
him through a course of shorthand at the 
Athenzum, fitting him for office work, where 
he may labor with his brain, rather than 
with his hand. In these three years the 
brother, 11 years old, will attain legal age 
for work and may become a wage-earner. 
If the mother’s health improves her baby 
by that time will have grown away from a 
constant care and she may be able to do 
something for herself. 

It was a pathetic outburst of gratitude 
which met Miss Willard when these plans 
were explained to the mother a few days ago. 
Tears blinded her, rolling down her face, 
and she bent forward, groping for Miss 
Willard’s hands, covering them with tears 
and kisses when she had found them. The 
maimed boy, seeing an intelligent life ahead 
of him rather than a life of manual! drudgery, 
brightened beyond all gloom at the loss of a 
hand, and even the face of the brother 
showed pride at the idea of Henry’s becom- 
ing a bookkeeper and accountant. 

Why Names Are Not Given. 

This is the story of a family which must be 
nameless. Why 

“You would t ask the question if you 
had seen as much of the ills of misplaced 
charity. as I have seen,” said Miss Willard. 
“You can’t realize in what a subtle manner 
this misplaced giving to the poor brings a 
self-respecting, shrinking family from sensi- 
tiveness and close economy to an almost im- 
pudent assertiveness and to the fixed idea 
that the world is owing it a living. 

“The woman in this case is markedly 
superior among her people, but I would be 
afraid to say that she could not be led into 
becoming a pauper for all time. Certainly 
her children could—would be—if the sympa- 
thies of the public were to be drawn to them 
for even a week. . 

“This pension system unquestionably is 
the only way to treat such cases. The pen- 
sion never is made large enough to meet, 
wholly, the needs of a family. Something 
ie left for them to do for themselves. In the 
case of this family $4, small as it may seem, 
is quite enough now. Within a year less 
might be needed, or in like measure more 
might be required. Now, however, paying 
every week to this family the bureau 
in close touch with it No sickness

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RTY years ago today a little vessel 
in the federal navy of the>United 
States destroyed every vessel in the 
British navy save two; it wrecked 
the fleets of France, of Germany, and 

of Spain, and the whole continent of Europe 

shook from the reverberations of its guns. 

That vessel was Captain Ericsson's Moni- 
tor, and when, after six hours of fighting, 
the confederate ram Merrimac withdrew 
from the fight and on an ebbing tide steamed 
back to Norfolk the whole world’s ideas of 
a floating armament had undergone a revo- 
lution that has not ceased in its changes to 
this day.’ 

“Whereas,” said the London Times, 
the Thunderer of the empire, “‘ we had avail- 
able for immediate purposes 149 first-class 
warships, we Have now two, these two be- 
ing the Warrior and its sister, Ironside, 
There is not now a ship in the English navy, 
apart from these two, that it would not be 
madness to trust toan engagement with that 
little Monitor.” : 

This sweeping admission of the most con- 
servative of England's conservative papers 
plunged all Europe into gloom, and now, 
after forty years, perhaps nothing in all the 
evolution of sea fighting has made such an 
impression upon the world as did that fa- 
“mous battle in Hampton Roads. 

‘The setting is familiar to the world. The 
+ Merrimac, an ironclad ram, was a work of 

the confederate Lieutenant, George M. 

Brooke, who raised the hulk of the old 

frigate Virginia, burned and sunk when the 

federals abandoned the Norfolk navy yard 
in 1861. This hulk had been raised and cut 

: to the berthd@eck. Both ends, frontand rear, 
had been covered over with pitch pine and 
oak, twenty-four inches thick, and rising 
at an angle of forty-five degrees. The gun 
deck was covered in like manner, seven feet 
clear of the deck, and over all was a roofing 
of railroad rails, bolted together in threes, 
and sloped to the water line, with the round- 
ed surface of the rails turned ottward. It 
was armed with two seven-inch rifles, two 
six-inch rifles, and six nine-inch smooth 
bores, a total of ten guns. 


Building of the Monitor. 

The Monitor was Captain Ericsson’s mas- 
terpiece, Its keel had been laid in Brooklyn 
early in 1861, and it went into commission 
on Feb..25, 1862, with Lieutenant J. L. Wor- 
den commander. It was 174 feet long and 41 
feet wide, drawing 12 feet of water. Its up- 
per hull was 5 feet deep and only 1 foot and 

inches of it showed above the water line. 
I had wooden sides 30 inches thick, with a 
ating of iron 6 inches deep. Below, the 


sides had only 1 inch of iron plating. 

An upright turret 20 feet inside diameter 
and 9 feet high was its especial feature. 
This turret was built to revolve by means of 
& Small steam engine. Its protection was a 
series of inch plates bolted one upon another 
until they were eight inches thick. On the 
port side three inches more of plating made 
an ll-inch jacket that was considered im- 
pervious to thegunsofthe enemy. The Mon- 
itor’s armament consisted of only two 11-inch 
guns mounted in pair and throwing a solid 
shot weighing 180 pounds. 

When the Monitor, only eleven days in 
commission, came into Hampton Roads it 
was much more a venture and an experiment 
than was the confede~ate ram. On the day 
before the fight of the ironclads the Merrimac 
had wrecked the federal ships Congress. 
Cumberland, Roancke, and St. Lawrence, 
and on the night before the fight its crew 


half-slept, waiting for daylight by. which it . 
could destroy the Minnesota, last remaining — 


of the federal squadron. 

n the morning of March 9, however, the 
queer little Monitor lay between the Merri- 
mac and the wooden Minnesota. It was an 
even queerer craft to view than was the Mer- 
rimac, but that huge engine of destruction, 
with a huge cast iron ram lying two feet be- 
low the water line, made ready tocharge the 
turreted craft whose funnels had been laid 
back upon the decks as if unnecessary in 
making steam. 

** Charge,”’ was the significance of the Mer- 
rimac’s commands, but it was only after re- 
peated backings and turnings of the Merri- 
mac’s prow that the signal was given to the 
engineer to steam ahead at full speed. Then 
the Monitor had turned in such a manner that 
the ram only grazed the Monitor, damaging 
the ram more than it did theironclad. Then, 
after the impact, the little Monitor came up 
at quarter, firing its oni at pistol range 
against the side of the 
its shield. 


Effect of Shots That Struck. ' 


These two l1l-inch shots, striking almost 
together, knocked over every man of the 
Merrimac at the aft guns. Blood rushed 
from mouth and nose of the gunners, and 
the side of the, vessel bulged inward until 
another shot would have penetrated. 

Recovering, the crew of the Merrimac was 
ordered to board the Monitor, but before it 
could be executed the litthe vessel had 
dropped away out of reach. 

Thereafter it was fighting with guns. Be- 
fore the attempt to ram the Merrimac had 
been firing at the Monitor’s turret, and the 
Monitor’s two guns had answered at inter- 


rimac, half way up 
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vals of seven or eight minutes, nearly every 
one finding its mark. Firing was resumed 
after the two vessels had drawn apart, the 
Monitor still keeping in a position to pro- 
tect the Minnesota. . 

For six hours the fight went on. Every- 
thing outside the Merrimac’s armament was 
shot away. The ironclad face of the Moni- 
tor’s turret was indented in many places but 
not pierced. At 2 o’clock, with a tide run- 
ning out, the Merrimac was withdrawn from 
the engagement. Drawing more than twice 
as much water as the Monitor, it was seen to 
be foolish to go aground, with room still 
possible to its nimble antagonist. Commo- 
dore Tatnall ordered that the Merrimac 
steam back to Norfolk, and it was May 8 be« 
fore the repairs necessary to it were com- 
pleted. Soon afterwards the evacuation of 
Norfolk by the confederates followed. The 


- Merrimac had been seeking another engage- 


ment with the Monitor, but on this evacua- 
tion, after the vessel had been lightered to 
run down with the tide. the pilots refused the 
task. The vessel then had five feet of unpro- 
tected sides out of the water and Commodcore 
Tatnall saw no other alternative than to 
beach the Merrimac and destroy it. This 


was done at Crane Island, 
y the vessel being 


Call Battle a Draw. 


To some extent the world regarded this 
engagement as a “draw.” The confed- 
erates, especially, have held to that idea. A 
British expert view of the fight may have 
suggested it, in which the authority says: 

“We think it extremely probable that the 
Merrimac will try it again, and with an ex- 
cellent chance of success, provided that its 
bow is strengthened with massive iron, 
Sloped so as to tread its puny foe beneath it, 
It should be remembered that a mere weight 
of less than 250 tons imposed upon the 
Monitor would completely immerse it and 
cause it to sink like a stone.”’ 

This was an expert’s opinion at the time. 


No confederate, however, has answered the |. 


argument of Commander S. D. Greene of the 
United States navy_when he wrote: 

* The fight was over. We of the Monitor 
thought, and still think, that #e had gained 
a great victory. This the confederates have 
denied. But it never has been denied that 
the object of the Merrimac, on March 9, was 
to complete the destruction of the union fleet 
in Hampton Roads, and that in this it was 
completely foiled and driven off by the 
Monitor; nor has it been denied that at the 
close of the engagement the Merrimac re- 
treated to Norfolk, leaving the Monitor in 
possession of the field.”

Because of this and these, some of the 
marked deviations from the normal type of 
twenty-five years ago are interesting. Some 
of them are named below. Each has his 
special mark that differentiates him from 
the others. 


These are Elwood Raub of Philadelphia, 
who drew the plans and performed the 
actual manual labor of building the church 
over which he presides; the Rev. J. A. Bach- 
man, known as the “ Traveling Pastor,” 
who has seven congregations and preaches 
a sermon to each of them every Sunday; the 
Rev. C. 8.

Built His Own Church. 


The Rev. Elwood Raub, pastor of the Third 
Moravian Church of Philadelphia, is one of 
the most striking figures of the group, and 
an excellent example of stalwart, practical 
Christianity. He has been identified with 
every step of the church’s progress, and dur- 
ing its construction donhed his overalls dally 
and performed his share of the heavy labor. 
No task was too great to tax“his patience 
and industry... Moreover, his efforts were not 
confined to t purely manual side. In or- 
Ger to save his congregation the expense of 
an architect Mr. Raub studied architecture, 
masonry, and carpentry especially to prepare 
the plans. 4 

When he assumed charge of the old church, 
eight years ago, he found it inadequate to 
accommodate the increasing population. 
The congregation was poor and the lack of 
funds made a new church seem impossible. 

“After four years of collecting we had 
scarcely enough to pay for digging the foun- 
dations,”” said Mr. Raub, “and I realized 
that the church could be pbailt only by the 
personal labor of the congregation. I had no 
knowledge of church construction, but util- 
ized all the time I could spare from my 
church duties to mastering the details. The 
plans completed, I made a proposition to my 
congregation that if they would assist we 
would begin digging the foundations. The 
idea received approval. Those who were out 
of work and had available time toiled all 


- day, while others who were employed during 


the day came out in the evening, and in spite 
of fatigue did their share. 

“In this way the work started, and al- 
though there were many discouragements, it 
progressed rapidly. In digging we struck 
pure sand, and in the rear cellar we found 
clay available for bricks. 

“ Wherever it was possible we economized. 
Much of the material of the old church we 
were able to use, and wé received lumber and 
other donations from kind friends who had 
rio ratte our efforts and were in sympathy 


Has Seven Churches. 


The Rev. J. A. Bachman of Schaefferstown, : 
Pa., has won notoriety in a different direc- 
tion. Most pastors find the administration 
of the affairs of one church a sufficient task, 
but Minister Bachman presides over seven 
congregations and every Sabbath fills the 
pulpits of these seven different churches. 

During his pastorate of twenty-two years 
it has fallen to his lot to join in matrimony

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preach 3,742 sermons, to deliver 1,186 ad- 
dresses, and to drive 66,000 miles in the dis- 
charge of his pastoral duties. Yet such is 
Mr. Bachman’s capacity for work that his 
charges rest lixhtly upon him and nothing 
worries him more than a prospective falling 
off in the number of marriages, births, or 
sermons to be preached. The heavy duties 
of his parishes seem to contribute to his 
buoyancy and aid him in keeping his youth. 

** IT entered the ministry in 1878, after grad- 
uation from the Lancaster Reformed Theo- 
logical Seminary,’ he said, “and preached 
my first sermon in Schaefferstown. Mill- 
bach and Newmanstown were my first 
charges, then Schaefferstown and later in 
regular order followed Bismarck, Dexter’s 
Schoolhouse, Templeman, and Christ Church 
at Cornwall. 

‘“‘ All these places are situated in Lebanon 
County, and as there are no railroad connec- 
tions I have to journey from one to the other 
by the highroads. Therefore my carriage 
has become a familiar sight. In this way I 
have driven more than 66,000 s in the last 


twenty years and won for myself the title’ 


of the ‘ Traveling Pastor.’ ” 


Park Guard and Preacher. 


A park guard on weekdays and a preacher 
on Sundays and at night is the dual life led 
by the Rev. C. 8S. Albany of Philadelphia, 
who stands guard at the Ridge avenue en- 
trance to the Wissahickon drive. , Through 
the week .the guardian of man’s temporal 
welfare and on Sunday an administrator to 
his spiritual weal, and equally successful in 
both; admired by the cloth as a preacher of 
genuine ability and sincerity and by the park 
authorities as one of the best guards in the 
service—this. is the Rev. C. 8. Albany, and 
the church whose pulpit he fills is the Blue 
Bell Methodist Episcopal Church of Phila- 
delphia. It is a picturesque little building, 
overgrown with ivy and surrounded by trees. 
It. has a seating capacit# of 250, and the av- 
erage attendance is from 80 to 100. 

In a sense Pastor Albany is a philanthro- 
pist, for his service to the church is practically 
gratuitous. He receives a salary of $100 a 
year, but this does not maintain the horse 
which -he finds it necessary to keep in going 
to and from the church and in making his 
pastoral rounds. Moreover, in order to be 
excused from duty on Sunday, so that he can 
preach at his church, the park guard preach- 
er has to hire a substitute at $2.50 a day. 

Mr. Albany has been a park guard for the 
last eleven years. His station is at the 
Ridge avenue entrance to Fairmount Park,

association. Its membership is made up ex- 
clusively of couples whom the venerable pas- 
tor has joined in wedlock. So large has the 
organization grown that the fame of the 
* marrying parson ”’ has spread all over the 
State. Mr. Meese can show a longer list of 
couples married than any other rector in the 
United States, and, proud of his record, he 
conceived the idea of holding annual reun- 
fons in which all the married ones could meet 
and be entertained. The result was the mat- 
rimonial! society.

There is 
music, oratory, a great feast, and at least 
one wedding, while at some reunions there 
have been as many as ten couples married. 

From the point of physical prowess the 
most remarkable of this ministerial group is 
the Rev. William Cripps Ledger, M. A., of 
Linaken, Ireland. Although more than 74 
years old, this man retains the strength and 
daring of his youth, and recently made a 
rescue which won the plaudits of all Britain 
and caused the British Royal Humane so- 
ciety to award him its medal for bravery. 

Mr. Ledger was driving along the road near 
the Ballindarra bridge when suddenly his 
attention was attracted by cries on the 
bank of the river, near the bridge. Rushing 
to the spot, he found a crowd horror-strick- 
en and helpless at the death struggles of a 
woman in the middle of the stream. It was 
Mrs. Mary McDonald, a well Known resident. 

Not stopping to think of the risk of losing 
his own life, Mr. Ledger swam to her assist- 
ance. Despite the coldness of the water and 
his 74 years, Mr. Ledger reached Mrs. Mc- 
Donald and returned with her to shore. 

Men and boys who had lacked the courage 
to plunge in after the drowning woman 
helped Mr. Ledger to land. The woman was 
exhausted. Her rescuer jumped in his car- 
riage, after he had seen that she was prop- 
erly cared for, and, drove off without a word. 
His deed of bravery was not to be forgotten, 
though. The Humane society passed a reso- 
lution to award him the bronze medal. He 
is the oldest person who ever has received it.

Von Biilow used to say that three things 
are necessary for a go6od pianist: ‘' The 
first, technique; the second, technique; and 
the third, technique.”’ Possibly this was said 
so as to impress upon the beginner that in- 
tellect and emotion were of no use unless

In the present day considerable muscular 
power is required in pianoforte playing. To 
some extent this is owing to the fact that 
each note when struck possesses a certain 
resistance, but the resistance is not equal 
throughout the keyboard. The bass notes 
offer more resistance to the fingers than the 
treble, and, consequently, more attention 
should be paid to the strengthening of the 
muscles of the left hand. 

The pianists hands can be developed at the 
instrument or away from it. If away from 
the pianoforte, then “ finger gymnastics”’ 
may be used, or an apparatus called the 
** technicon.” “Finger gymnastics” are 
exercises which can be practiced evidently 
at any time or in any place, for you find 
people even in omnibuses and trains indulg- 
ing in the exercise of their finger joints, and 
looking anything but sane in their efforts to 
rival Paderewski in feats of digital strength.

In the hurry of doing 
this the corsets Cadolle are mixed up with 
the corsets Philbois, to the immense indig- 
nation of the contesting parties, who are 
obliged to come from their seats to sort out 
their different handiwork, and eventually 
the figures are rightly arranged in a row to 
right and to left of the court, and ‘‘ Maitre 
Chauvin, you have the word,” again says 
the President. 

Maitre Chauvin loses notime. ‘‘ Messieurs 
of the court, you know the cause which you 
have been called here to judge; that is why 
I content myself with recafling it in brief 
fashion. Mme. Cadolle sues my client, Mme. 
Philbois, for infringing her patent, ‘ le cor- 
set Cadolle,’ which is designed to——” 
But it is perhaps unnecessary to follow her 
into the purely feminine functions of the 
article. Then, warming to her subject, she 
asks us not to forget that ‘‘ the history of 
the corset takes us back to remote ages.

Governmental and 
private funds have been set to this purpose, 
but even if individual means and effort shall 
make a world-famous “find,” that find will 
be accredited to the nation from which the 


finder comes. Looking over the list of these 
searchers and the objects of their quests.

Hunt for Aépyornis. 

As to this last German expedition to Mada- 
gascar, to search for the epyornis, it is 
based upon the success of a German explor- 
er, George Krause, who has managed after 
many years of patient exploring to find 
enough remains of the monster to recon- 
struct the bird. It has not been admitted, 
officially, that this expedition is to search

for this huge bird. Scientists have a mighty 
- fear of ridicule, and the helladotherium hun- 
ters of Uganda denied vehemently that they 
expected to find this prehistoric beast until 
they managed to kill one. Then they ac- 
knowledged that they had been looking for 
it all the time. So the German expedition 
is going out officially to “‘ explore.” But in 
reality it is going to hunt for the living 
zpyornis. 
Giant Bird in Madagascar. 

Even as such a hunt, however, the chances 
for success of the expedition are beyond the 
scoffing point. Until the French took Mada- 
gascar that island remained practically a 
sealed book to naturalists and zodélogists. 
Aithough much of its wonderful fauna has 
been studied in the last twenty years, the 
exploration has been confined to a small part 
of the great territory, and that which has 
“been discovered from time te time has only 
served to whet the appetites of scientists. 
The great interest in Madagascar lies in the 
fact that, despite its contiguity to Africa, it 
contains animal and plant life that are so 
absolutely different from that found on the 
African continent that it is positive that 
Madagascar is a world by itself. 

As to the «pyornis, reports have come to 
the French in Madagascar, more and more 
insistent, from the Magasay in the unknown 
parts of the country, about a giant bird which 
they declare stil] lives there. Tales to this 
effect had been heard from time to time be- 
fore the French occupation, but they were 
not credited, although even then scientists 
were not unanimous as to whether or not 


the 2pyornis was properly to be classed as. 


prehistoric or only extinct. Some authori- 
ties hold that the mighty creature disap- 
peared tens of thousands of years ago. 
Others, while aamitting that the bird was 
extinct, hold that it died out in historic times, 
having been exterminated by man. 

The epyornis belongs to a species between 
the ostrich and the emu. It shares also 
some of the characteristics Of the cassowary. 
The fossil remains that have been found 
prove that there were three distinot varieties 
—wpyornis maximus, @pyornis medius, and 


wpyornis Hildebrandti. Of these epyornis 


maximum is the largest. Thigh bones and 


other remains show that the bird reached a . 


height of fourteen feet at least. This gpyor- 
nis maximus was found first in the lowlands 
on the southeast coast of Madagascar. pre- 
served in asphait-like peat. Later, epyornis 
medius was found in almost the same dis- 
trict. For some years these were the only 
types whose remains were found. But in 
1880 the explorer Hildebrandt, while in the 
Ankaratra Mountains, found the remains of 
one of these birds that measured only five 
feet, to which was given the name epyornis 
Hildebrandti.

Thought It Sinbad’s Roc. 


In the discovery of the giant bird by 
Krause a scientific mystery that had puz- 
zled the world since 1850 was regarded as 
solved. In that year a French ship had 
brought from Madagascar an enormous egg.

stories of Marco Polo and the roc of Mada- 
g@ascar were true. His story of the roc was 
accepted, and at once a hunt for more eggs

Of these eggs, Krause says, there are 
twenty-two now in existence, ranging from 
well preserved to perfect. The Museum of 
Natural History in Paris has seven of them. 
The sums paid for these eggs have fluctuated 
wonderfully. The highest price was §5,000. 
The standard priee now is about $500. One 
lucky collector bought a perfect egg for $95.

AGIC squares are sets of different 
numbers, each column of which, 
whether horizontal vertical,

The above are two examples of a 
gnagic square with the same summation (in 
either case 1,891). Considering the difficulty 
with which a person without previous know!l- 
edge could make even such a square, it may 
surprise many to hear that there are more 
than 700,000,000,000 000 magic squarer of this 
root (4), with the summation or i‘). each 
composed of different numbers, o: with a 
different arrangement of the same numbers. 
Fig. 1 is so constructed that a great variety 
of other squares may be made from it by 
altering the four highest numbers in it. Thus, 
if 18, 14. 15, and 16 be substituted for 1,870, 
1,871, etc., respectively, we get the smallest 
four square possibile, with the summation 
of 84. It was at one time thought that magic 
squares could only be composed of arith- 
metical or other symmetrical series of num- 
fers, but an examination of figure 2 shows 
that the idea was erroneous.

Ancestors of the Horse. 


If the great bird shall be found in Mada- 
gascar it will be a feat not more startling 
than recently was accomplished in the cap- 
ture of three wild horses in middie Asia. 
This trio is believed to be the last of the 
representatives of the horse’s ancestors, fol- 
lowing that earliest many-toed type whose 
fossil remains have been found in Europe 
and in America. 

European naturalists long had held that 
the horse came originally from central Asia, 
and in recent time few things have been 
deplored more by naturalists all over the 
world than a blunder that was made by the 
Imperial Academy of Sciences in St. Peters- 
burg a few years ago when a living speci- 
men of a primitive form of horse was sent 
to it. The Russian zoélogists would not 
permit themselves to be convinced that the 
animal really was unique, and at last the 
academy authorities gave it away. Then, 
when study made it clear that it really had 
been a true wild horse, frantic search was 
made for it. But it had died and its owner 
had saved no part. No skull, not a bone, not 
even a bit of skin could be found, nor is 
there a single remnant of any similar beast 
in any museum of the world. “.

O write poetry is one thing. 
To write poetry and make a 
fortune in the work isso 
clearly another story that Mr. 
Stephen Phillips logically is 
entitled to this space. Inthe 
last four years he has made 
$5,000 a year from his verse, 
and as 120,000 people attended a single one 
of his plays in a single London theater his 
royalties may be guessed at. For while Mr. 
Phillips really is a poet, and only 36 years 


old, he has that “stage sense”’ which has 


enabled him to write dramas in verse that 
are capable of staging, and with the recent 
presentation of Ulysses ’’ at Her Majesty’s 
Theater in London, his friends and critics 
are seeing a future for him which includes 
no wolf at the door for generations. 

But Mr. Phillips not only has broken tradi- 
tion by making money from couplets, 
quatrains, triolets, and exalted blank verse. 
He has neglected to look like a poet. He 


refuses to dress like one. ‘His hair is cut - 


A la mode once every three or four weeks. 
He doesn’t hold his brow with dilettante 
fingers while sitting for a photograph. He 
studied for admission to the British civib 
service in the beginning, and he ‘thad done 
the ghost in “‘ Hamlet”’ to a curtain call, 
and had been an army tutor at Wolfram and 
Needham’s before he concluded that iambics 


and anapestics really were in his line of” 


thought to a degree involving the ultimate

But even then young Phillips had his 
troubles. 

“During these years of early struggle,”’ 
he: says, “I often had to stand before a 
publisher and recite my verses to him before 
I could get him to talk or act.”’ 

In America this confession would find its 
way to the comic papers, where the things 
that the publisher said would be represented 
by groups of dashes and the things he did 
would be represented as making chaos of the 
office furniture. But Mr. Phillips is English. 
His hearers were English. And by no means 
is it incidental to say that in such cases Mr. 
Phillips really had something to read. It 
is there wherein Mr. Phillips has saved him- 
self from the smile of his American publia 
Zven the most susceptible to the ludicrous 
hardly would laugh at a young man who 
might insist on reading to an: editor this 
gem, “ The Wound ":

And he disclosed his branded brow and 
hands. 

But I, toward him turning softly, said: 

“Thy wounds are many, but thou hadst no 
child.’’ 

In reading only this one might say it were 
not in vain that Phillips gave up the civil 
service; that he left the Benson company of 
players after six years; that he threw army 
tactics to the winds. And perhaps only an 
accident led to this. For it was while lying 
on a sickbed, listening to his mother’s read- 
ing of Coleridge’s ‘‘ Christabel,”’ that his 
thoughts first turned to poetry asa profes- 
sion. 

This mother, in her youth, was a Miss Dock- 
wray, related by blood to Wordsworth, and 
whose family likewise was akin to the 
Lloyds, who were friends of Lamb and of 
Coleridge. She: was of an old Lancashire 
family, and was married to the Rev. Stephen 
Phillips, reader of Gray’s Inn and canon of 
Peterborough Cathedral. The boy, Stephen, 
was born In Somerton, near Oxford, in 1866, 
He was educated in the grammar school at 
Stratford-on-Avon, and there may have im- 
bibed the Shakspearean influence. After- 
ward he went to Peterborough Grammar 
School, and then studied for the civil service. 

In 1894 Mr. Phillips made his first real 
venture into verse. Eremus,”’ however, 
fell short. It scarcely had promise in it, ac- 
cording to the critics, and it is long out of 
print. Two years later Christ in Hades ”’ 
made its appearance and attracted atten- 
tion. Then came a small volume of ‘‘poems” 


which won for the author the London Acad- 


emy prize of 100 guineas as the best book of 
the year, 1898. ‘“‘ Christ in Hades’”’ in the 
meantime went through eight editions. and, 
coming into more general notice, Phillips 
was commissioned by George Alexander to 
write a play. In 1899 Mr. Phillips produced 
“ Paola and Francesca.’’ Following its pub- 
lication in English this play was translated 
into French, German, Italian, Swedish, and 
other languages. 

In October, 1900, when Beerbohm Tree had 
put Phillips’ “‘ Herod” on at Her Majesty's 
Theater, both literature and the drama were 
ready to acknowledge the work as a master- 
piece. As a book it has had an enormous 
sale and wide translations. Recently Herr 
Baumeister, the Dutch Henry Irving, pre- 
sented the play In Amsterdam and in both 
France and Germany negotiations are pend- 
ing for its production. 

Comparing “Herod” and ‘the newer 
“ Ulysses,” one sees their common source. 
He may pick from the text of each, here and 
there, the gems of poesy that on their face 
have comimon fatherhood. From “ Herod,” 
for instance, that potentate muses to Gadias 
in’ the spirit that Ulysses talks to the be- 


witching Calypso. 


Herod, for example, is made to say: 
“ Herod—‘A child! Gadias, wandering night 
by night 
Among the people of Jerusalem, 
I heara whispering of some new King; 


A child that is to sit where I am sitting; 


The gerferal boding hath ta’en hold of me. 


If this thing has been fated from the first——’ 
** Gadias—‘ It is the fault of dreamers to 
fear fate.’ 

** Herod—(Dreamily): 

‘And he shall charm and soothe and breathe 
and bless, 

The roaring of war shall cease upon the air, 

Falling of tears and all the voices of sorrow, 

And he shall take the terror from the grave. 

. . . And he shall still that old sob of the 
sea, 

And heal the unhappy fanciesof the wind, 

And turn the moon from all that hopeless 
quest; 

Trees without care shall blossom, and all the 
fields 

Shall without labor unto harvest come. 

And to Calypso, on the beach of Ogysgia, 
Ulysses says, in languor: 

“Ulysses—‘ I'll drift no more upon the 

dreary sea. 
No yearning have I now and no desire. 
Here would I be, at ease upon this isle, 
Set in the glassy ocean’s azure swoon, 
With sward of parsley anda violet, 
And poplars shivering in asilvery dream, 
And smell of cedar sawn, and sandal wood, 
And these low-crying birds that haunt the 
deep.’ 

These poet-pictures are undeniable. The 
dramatic critic, however, has had something 
to say of ‘‘ Ulysses’ asa literary whole. Of 
Mr. Tree’s presentation of it one of them 
has said: ‘‘ Let it be said at once that in 
every way Mr. Tree may regard the presenta- 
tion of Mr. Phillips’ splendid poem as his 
crowning glory, so far.’’ 

Mr. Phillips is of average height, only, and 
is of slight build. His face is smooth and 
clear cut and his eyes carry 4 strikingly in- 
fellectual expression. Critics, from William 
Archer to W. L. Courtney, have named his 

nius, aud the public from pit to gallery is 
applauding his puppets, yet his personality 
js almost unknown. 

He lives at Twickenham, having gone 
there from Ashford, in Middlesex. He main- 
tains a considerable establishment there— 
an establishment, by the way, that has given 
him some annoyance. He had taken a house 
on Egham Hill, near the celebrated Runny- 
mede woods, making a long lease. He had 
been there only a few days, when some of 
his servants discovered a spook.

When Sickness Is Welcomed. 


There are, roughly speaking, 4,000 children 
in the Chicago homes, institutions, and asy- 
tums provided for orphans or “ half-or- 
phaned " children. Many of these children 
have lost but one parent, most frequently 
‘he father. The mother’s visits are usually 
joked forward to with great eagerness, and 
the child whose good mother finds time for 
a weekly visit sometimes suffers a little from 
the envious jealousy of his comrades. It 
is no easier to rejoice in the good fortune of 
others in an orphan asylum than anywhere 
else in the world, and an “‘ every-day moth- 
er,” to the child whose beloved maternal 
parent is a “ once-a-weeker,”’ or, perhpas, 
only a “‘ once-a-monther,”’ is something in- 
evitably envied. This is why, in certain of 
the institutions which observe only monthly 
visiting days, sickness is sometimes wel-

“My mother was an evVery-dayer, too, 
when I had the fever,”’ spoke up a wistful- 
eyed tot from across the white-bedded aisle. 

Rather pathetic, when you come to think 
of it, the idea of a once-a-month or monthly 
visiting mother. Even grown children find 
it hard to be separated from the beloved 
mother occasionally, when only lack of time 
or similar circumstance holds them apart. 
But when it’s the four walls of an institution 
—even if good food, clothing, warmth, kind- 
liness, attention, are all supplied in abun- 
dance—that makes of one’s mother a “ once- 
a-monther,”’ it is not difficult to understand 
a trifle of bitterness from the childish point 
view. 

Iimust be admitted in behalf of the insti- 
tutions and their authorities that regular 
and rather restricted visiting times and sea- 


| | 


sons are inevitable. With from 
200 to 300 children to care for, 
anything like promiscuous, un- 
expected, or untimely ‘“‘ run- 
ning in” of the mothers would 
be naturally tmpossible. Then, 
too, overmuch visiting is said to 
be bad for the children and hin- 
dersome to the good work of the 
institutions. 

«Phe little ones cry when the 
mothers leave and the bigger 
ones are unsettled,”’ is the way 
a well-known and experienced 
child worker and philanthro- 
pist puts it. ‘‘Of course, the 
acquaintance and affection be- 
tween child and parent should 
be kept up strongly, but unre-. 
stricted visiting is clearly bad for the child 
who must live in the institutions in almost 
every way.’’ 


Too Many Visits Harmful. 

And yet—— 

Down at the bottom of her heart every sane 
and natural mother loves her child as no- 
body else loves or can everloveit. That fre- 
quent and unrestricted visits from a wise, 
judicious, and tender mother can be harmful 
to the child or potent 'to restrict his develop- 
ment seems difficult of comprehension. But 


skilled and devoted child-workers are never. 
theless convinced that too much mother-vis- 
iting is really injudicious and harmful—as 


long as the child lives in aninstitution. It is 
partly for this reason that the authorities 


of the Children’s Home and Aid sotiety only 
place orphans in institutions 
course seems advisable for some special rea- 


son, or where no private home can be found 


for some particular child. 


Institutional life for children,”’ says Mrs. 


Martha Falconer of children’s home-finding 
fame and celebrity, ‘* we look upon only as 
a temporary expedient. For children who 


when this 


have one parent living the institutions are 


admirable—with a near futtite prospect of 
soon being regathered into a home of their 


own. QOhildren should only. be cafed for in 
such institutions during times of great dis- 
tress or destitution, and until the mother or 


father can once» more get the children to- 


Bether. Even then the ecod institutions 


would be kept pretty full. Too frequent 
mother-visiting is impossible in these insti- 
tutions and could hardly be good for the 
children, although any loosening of home or 
family ties should be strictly avoided. But 
the child who has no living parent should 
only be sent to an institution in unustal 
cases or as a temporary experiment. An 
orphan should be sent out into a private 
home. 

“ Sometimes the right home cannot be at 
once found for such 4 child, however; some- 
times the child mrust be trained, mentally, 
morally, physically, in every,way, before it 
is fit for the right home in which it after-

wards ‘fits’ beautifully. In all these cases 
the institutions do most admirable service, 
but we regard them as temporary homes for 
orphan children only. It would be difficwit 
indééd to provide just the right environment 
for an orphaned and homeless child itn the 
best institutional home possible—and We 
have twenty-five good ones in Chicago.” 
Yearning for a Mother, 

The children themseives feel thispoor lit- 
tle babies. An “every day mother” is 
vastly better than a “ once-a-weeker,” just 
as even @ ‘ once-a-monther” or monthly 
visiting mother is better than no mother at 
all. But best of all is a “‘ real home’ with 
a “‘ real mother ”’ init, even if the real mother 
is only so by right of love and not of kinh- 
ship. Chicago child lovers and students 
can tell sad stories of Chicago children who 
have acquired much sociological and eto- 
nomical knowledge, unconsciously, at first 
hand. 

A certain Chicago woman—a woman whose 
heart had long held an empty, unsatisfied 
aching and longing—visited one of the Chi- 
cago child institutions some time since. As 
she bade the matron good-by, after having 
been shown over the entire building, she 
felt a gentle pull at the skirt of her tailor- 
made gown.

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A teacher of physical culture said recent- 
ly that he believed that less than 5 per cent 
of women breathe properly, with the dia- 
phragmatic action. They simply take little 
short pants from the top of their lungs only, 
using the bony framework of the chest 
for inhaling and expelling the air, instead 
of the abdominal walls which are formed 
to allow free and easy contraction and ex- 
pansion. Chest breathing means that full, 
deep inspirations of air are impossible, that 
the body is consequently starved of its most 
important food requisite, that the carbonic 
acid gas, the poison which is banished from 
the system through the lungs during the 
process of breathing, remains within to con- 
tatihinate the blood, and that stagnant air 
is retained In the unused portions of the 
lungs.

Right Way to Breathe. 

To leat to breathe correctly, using the 
whole {nner surface of the lungs and thus 
facilitating thé inhalation of oxygen and the 
expulsion of carbonic acid gas, take as 
deep a breath as possible with the abdomen 
forced out against the hands, then with 
equal force expel the air, pressing the abdo- 
men far inward with the hands. This may 
be Géie in a reclining or a standing pos- 
ture but in either case the air inhaled should 
be fresh and pure. To receive into the 


body air that has been -used over and 
over a@gain is as abhorrent to the mind ed- 
ucated on our physical needs as to bathe 
the face over and over again in the same 
basinful of water. The process of breath- 


ing is a cleansing process and whatever 
‘is eliminated through the breath is waste 


and refuse material. Not only should the 


sleeping-room be open wide to the outer 


air every night of the year but the living- 
rooms should have @ perpetual reinforce- 
ment of pure oxygen from out of doors. 


Daily practice notning and evening for 


a few minutes will accustom the body to 
diaphragmatic breathing, while the elastic 
exercisers for home use in physical devel- 
opment are of invaluable aid In cultivating 
the deep, full breath. Few women wearing 
corsets will find it possible ever to make the 
proper breathing a habit.

Throw Away Your Pillows. 


The new and scientific way of sleeping Is 
to have no pillows at all or to put them be- 
neath your feet, to lie on a bed without 
springs, on the front of the body, in a thor- 
oughly relaxed posture, with as little cover- 
ing as is necessary to keep one from taking 
cold. Overmuch bed G¢overing hinders the 
skin in its breathing—that is, in eliminating 
the waste particles which clog the pcres.

Knowing that 
piilows and feather beds make bent backs, 
she shuns the downy couch and fluffy cush- 
ions, lies on a narrow divan, furnished with 
a hard mattress, and has her pillows at the 
foot. Taking this position enables the blood 
to go where it should for the unalloyed rest 
of the nerves and every other part of the 
body, rendering the sleep more profound 
than in any other way, and making insomnia 
and nightmares impossibilities. 

All men who have “ roughed it.”’ all sol- 
diers who have slept on the march, and all 
who have ever made a practice of this scien- 
tifie mode of seeking nature's sweet restorer 
are living witnesses of its virtues. 


Bath Should Be Tepid. 


The daily bath is essential to the attain- 
ment of a clear, brilliant, and lustrous skin. 
Without it the pores cannot be kept perfectiy 
free and open for their duties of liberating 
Neithey very wafm nor 
very cold is the safest temperature. Vers 
warm water is inclineé to debilitate the sys- 
tem, while very cold water has scarcely 
sufficient cleansing power. If taken warm, 


the bath should be followed by a smart dash 
of cold water as a counter agent against the 
enervating influenhte of the hot water and 
as a protection frém taking cold. Use a 
medium weight Turkish bath towel and after 
it a bath brush.
